ON DON, Sept. S.— The race be- 
tween Cambridge and Harvard 
today over the famous old Put- 
nejMMortlake course on the Thames, a 
narrow winding waterway four and 
three-eights miles in length, was the 
first dual intercollegiate rowed between 
English and American crews in thirty- 
seven years. In ISO!) Harvard sent n 
four to Putney to meet Oxford in a 
dual contest. The English crew was vic- 
torious by nearly four lengths. Today's 
race was the first between British and 
American university eights and appar- 
ently has opened the way for many con- 
tests in the future. 

Interest in the rowing event has been 
heightened by he fact that Harvard's 
crew earned a decisive victory over 
Yale i\l New London in June last, 
while Cambridge was this year's win- 
ner of the race will. Oxford. 

Representative Crews 
In a way the two crews were repre- 
sentative of the best college rowing 
talent of the two continents, and the 
result has been awaited with he liveliest 
interest. The Harvard eight is admit- 
ted to be one of the best aggregations 
of college oarsmen ever seen in an Am- 
erican shell, and every follower of the 
sport has been confident that in the in- 
ternational struggle on the Thames 
America's rowing strength was typically 
represented in the Harvard boat. The 
race was brought about through the ef- 
forts of R. O. Lehman, a member of 
parliament who was instructor to Har- 
vard crews for two years, his last visit 
to Harvard being in 1898, It was agreoA 
that two crews should lie as nearly ns 
possible the same as those which raced 
against Yale nnd Oxford respectively. 
Ideal Weather Conditions 
Putney, Se-d. 8. — The weather condi- 
tions were ideal when Harvard turned 
out early in the day for a few brief 
practice starts before the great boat 
race which has caused as much excite- 
ment as has ever been aroused it: 
Great Britain by any contest over the 
historical championship course from 
Putney to Morllake, The sky was 
cloudless, a light haze hanging over the 
river. The breeze was from the south- 
west and although against the racers it 
was verv light in the earlv hours of the 
day. 

The excitement over the contest pre- 
vailed throughout London, all the pro- 
vincial centres nnd even most of the 
sporting communities on the continent. 
A Mighty Concourse 

The crowds began moving towards 
the course early in the day, the rail- 
roads running specials nnd every avail- 
able train line taxed to its utmost 
capacity. Early in the afternoon the 
green bank of the river was lined with, 
people to an extent which -romised tha 
greatest pouring out of people ever wit- 
nessed nl n boat race bore. 

Although naturally the light colors of 
Cambridge predominated, the Harvard! 
crimson ran them close up while a nu- 
merous contingent of young enthusi- 
asts unable to make up (heir minds as 
to which would win had donned ros- 
ettes of ribbons combining the blue of 
Cambridge and Harvard's crimson. 
The members of the American colony 
in London and hosts of American vis- 
itors to the city were early in (bp field 
taking up points of vantage from which 
lo enliven the American, crew with 
Harvard's college yell. 

Experts Favored Cambridge

Preserving the FVIoney Market

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 8.— 
Tift minister of finance is per- 
fecting measures for absorbing 
the script by the land banks in payment 
for private estates acquired in accord- 
ance with the agrarian programme so 
ns to prevent too great a depreciation 
by tiie sudden flooding id' the market, 
and has decided to authorize the invest- 
ment in funds accumulated in the gov- 
ernment's hands for pensions, barrack 
construction, etc. The purchase of 
script by insurance companies, includ- 
ing the Americans, which are required 
to invest a part of their reserve in gov- 
ernment securities, is authorized. Hie 
report that the government is seeking 
to induce foreign investment in the land 
script is denied at the ministry of fin- 
ance. In addition to the sale of crown 
appanage binds hitherto announced, the 
government has found it possible to dis- 
tribute a portion of the state lands held 
by the government which consists lurge- 
ly of forest reserves. A further measure 
of relief will be the lowering of tlioi in- 
terest on arrears of payments on hinds 
previously purchased by peasants 
through the slate banks. The difference 
will be charged to the State treasury. 
Sentonced to Be Hanged 
Tho court martial which tried Seeu- 
aiiie Ivouoplianikovo, the girl who 
assassinated General Min, August 20 
at Peterhoff, today sentenced her to be 
hanged. She maintained her composure, 
and smiled on hearing the- sentence, 
which is subject to the confirmation of 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholatevich, 
commander of the Guards corps.

— 'Pile receipt of 
the news in the oily of the decision 
handed down yesterday by the supreme 
court of the State of Minnesota in the 
Virginia silver mine ease, which was re- 
garded as definitely establishing the 
lights of the Grent Northern railway in 
the lease of certain ore land from the 
State of Minnesota, has caused a re- 
port to spread in Wall street today that 
the long delayed agreement between the 
Great Northern and the United States 
Steel corporation for the lease and oper-

ROME, Kept. 8.— Rev. Francis 
Xavier Wernz, a German," was 
today elected General of the 
Society of Jesus, in succession to the 
late Father Martin, who died last May. 
Following" the election, a messenger 
was immediately despatched to the 
Vatican to inform the Pope of the 
choice, which, to become effective,, re- 
quires papal sanction. 

It Is learned that two ballots were 
taken before the final choice was made. 
At the conclusion of the decisive bal- 
loting, the announcement that a new 
general of the order had been chosen 
was communicated to the outer world 
by the ringing of a bell, which was 
the signal that the meeting was at an 
end. Thereupon the rector of the 
college, upon whom had been placed 
the responsibility of maintaining the 
seclusion of the conference hall, opened 
the door of the council chambers. 

The formal acknowledgment of the 
election was then, made to him by a 
secretary. At the same time Father 
Alfred Mnertens, procurator-general of 
the Jesuits, who had been especially 
appointed by the congregation, started 
for the Vatican to Inform Rope Plus of 
the company's choice. He was re- 
ceived immediately by the Pope, who 
expressed grent satsfactlon over the 
selection of Father Wernz. He 
charged Father Maertens to take to 
Father Wernz the apostolic, benediction 
and also an affectionate greeting Which 
ho wroto to the new General. 

In the meantime General Wernz was 
receiving congratulations from mem- 
bers of the order and many others at 
his own homo In the college, to which 
he went immediately after the an- 
nouncement of the election. 

Father Francis Xavier Wernz was 
born nt Rothwell, Wurtemburg, on De- 
cember 2, 1842, and at the age of 15 
years entered the society of which 
today he was chosen bend. In 1883 
he received an appointment as pro- 
fessor in the Gregorian University, and 
ho has been rector of that university 
since 11)04. He Is a consulting mem- 
ber of the congregation's ecclesiastic 
and extraordinary affairs, nnd Is rec- 
ognized as a progressive man and ex- 
tremely energetic.

The Harvard 
stroke, Filley, at this point called on 
his men for a greater effort, and they 
responded gamely. The quickened 
stroke soon told, the daylight between 
boats was sensibly lessened, and when 
the Cambridge shell shot by Hammer- 
smith bridge, the Englishmen were 
barely a length and a quarter ahead. 

The scene on the banks of the river 
was amazing. Americans and English- 
| men vied with each other in cheering 
their companions, while the din of ihe 
accompanying squadron of steamers 
was deafening. 

Pushing on past the load mills, 
where both boats were doing 37 strokes, 
Cambridge maintained their lead, and 
the crew appeared to be rowing well 
within themselves. 

Cambridge Pulls Away 

As the boats turned the bend and 
entered rougher water. Harvard again 
spurted. A magnificent effort sent the 
American boat up to its opponent foot 
by foot. Off the Doves, although Har- 
vard lost ground through wide steer- 
ing, Stuart kept up in his steady 
stroke. At Ohiswick Eyot, the English 
stroke shook up his crew and began to 
pull away from Harvard. 

At the three-mile post Cambridge 
was over two lengths in front, and on

and the race was practically over. 
'Harvard, however, spurted again 
gaining a length, hut it was too late 
to retrieve the fortunes of tthe day, and 
the Cambridge men passed the winning 
post easy victors of a gallant race by 
two lengths. Time, 10 min. 10 seeondB. 
What the Critics Say Now 

English experts say there is but one 
explanation for the result the superiority 
of the English oarsmanship, and of the 
English stroke. Harvard, the experts 
declare, was one of the finest crews 
physically ever seen on the river, but 
they were unable to overcome the 
training which the English oarsmen re- 
ceive from childhood. 

The Cambridge 1 crew, too, had in 
Stuart, the advantage of one of the best 
strokes England has produced. They 
also, of course, had the advantage of 
choice of sides, but those who know 
the river best say this was little in their 
favor with the tide and wind as they 
were today. 

The crowd which lined the Thames 
banks from Putney to Mortlake and 
was massed on bridges, roofs and bal- 
conies, and weighed down the boughs of 
trees, was a record one for recent years. 
To estimate the number of people who 
witnessed the contest would be impos- 
sible, but they stretched in unbroken 
strings for four and one-half miles on 
either side of the river with the great 
masses at the points of greatest ad- 
vantage. 

Enthusiasm Broafcs Loose 
As the Cambridge crew crossed tho 
line winners of the race, the Harvard 
men, for the moment, were forgotten in 
tho enthusiasm, but when the two 
crews were seen on shore nu enthusias- 
tic Harvard man gnvo his college yell 
and cheers resounded for the visitors, 
wdio by their sportsmanlike behavior 
have made a splendid impression in 
English rowing circles. The excitement 
culminated when the crews returned to 
their bathhouses. From both sides of 
the river, roar after roar went up, and 
while the enthusiasm for the Cambridge 
men was intense, the Americans also 
were generously cheered. 

The boathouscs were separated by a 
small lawn fenced off from the tow- 
path and the crowd in its enthusiasm, 
and despite the efforts of foot and 
mounted police, forced down this fence, 
sweeping away the line of police in order 
to get near the oarsmen. Several spec- 
tators and half a dozen women fainted 
during the crush and were taken info 
the club house where they were at- 
tended. Further disaster was averted 
by the efforts of the Harvard and Cam- 
bridge crews, who set up the fence and 
held it until the police drove back the 
crowd. Still another reception awaited 
the victors and vanquished as they re- 
turned down the river by steamer, but 
at Putney the climax was reached, when 
the crowd cheered until fatigue compel'** 
them to desist. The 

Crows Dined Together 
tonight, Col. Willan, who rowed against 
Harvard in the Oxford four In 1869, 
presided with Capt. Filley on his right, 
and President Goldsmith, of the Cam- 
bridge Boat club, on his left and Am- 
bassador lteid and other distinguished 
guests surrounding him. 

Col. Willan proposed the. health of 
King Edward and President Roosevelt. 
Mr. Heid, in replying to the toast to 
President Roosevelt, said that while he 
was not altogether contented with the 
result of today's race, he was sure the 
President would be satisfied with the 
way the sons of Harvard had borne 
themselves under defeat. He promised 
the Cambridge crew a warm welcome in 
America should they decide to go over 
there for a return rnce. 

Col. Willan, in proposing a toast to 
the crews, pointed out that the race 
was rowed on tho anniversary of the 
foundation of Harvard college, and that 
it was close to 37 years since he had 
raced against the American university. 
At the dinner following the race in 180.*), 
Col. Willan snid Charles Dickens was 
one of the speakers, nnd Dickens pre- 
dicted that there won 111 be other con- 
tests and that Harvard would win. Har 
vnrd had not succeeded this time, but he 
warned English oarsmen that 

Harvard Is Dangerous 
Ail acknowledged that Harvard got the 
worst of the start, but once they got 
away, they rowed a plucky race tho 
whole way and Cambridge had to row 
their best to win. He considered the 
improvement of Harvard over previous 
visiting American crews, was the re- 
sult of partially adopting the English 
stroke. Harvard had not yet got it en- 
tirely, but nearly so. 

Capt. Goldsmith said he was never 
so glad when the winning post was 
crossed, as his men bad rowed their 
hardest. He hoped to get a crew to- 
gether to go to the United Stales for a 
return race with Harvard. 

[Capt. Filley, replying for the Amer- 
ican oarsmen, said: "There is no ques- 
tion that the best crew won, we have 
nothing to say to the contrary. Had 
the race been rowed from Mortlake to 
Putney, instead of as it was, the resull 
would have been the same, I'm sorry 
we did not give them a belter race."

Season of Navigation Almost En- 
ded in Yukon—Rushing 
Freight to Japan 



Although improving' the service so 
greatly with tho changes made In con- 
nection with the carriage of the Over- 
seas Mall, the Cpnadian Pacific Rail- 
way has made a backward step Insofar 
as the local arrangements are con- 
cerned. The local office of the com- 
pany has received notification that the 
Empress liners will hereafter discon- 
tinue to call at this port. The liners 
will anchor In the Royal Roads instead 
of corning to the outer dock as afore- 
time, on both outward and inward 
voyages; ami a steamer of the C P. 
R. coa6t service will act as lender, the 
steamer City of Nanalmo whenever 
available. This arrangement was made 
by officials of the Canadian racltlc 
Railway with the supposed purpose of 
saving time. How it worked to the 
contrary was illustrated when the 
steamer Empress of China sailed out- 
ward on Tuesday last. The steamer 
left Vancouver to make a fast trip, 
and made a fast run to tho Royal 
Roads, at the rate of 17 knots an hour. 
The steamer R. P. Kit net had been 
secured to act us tender, in keeping 
with the new conditions. Tho Em- 
press came Into the Roads and hove to, 
;md there she lay for about two and a 
half hours. The call at the ocean 
dock could have been made in per- 
haps a fifth of the time. As a matter 
of fact the new arrangement whereby 
a tender Is to be sent to the steanierj 
In the Royal Roads, instead of having 
them come to the outer dock, as for- 
merly, will result in time being lost to 
the Overseas .Mail, Instead of being 
gained. It Is generally believed that 
when the Montreal officials have this 
fact Illustrated to them the calls at 
this port will bo resumed. 

The Empress of India, which was 
due on Tuesday under the old schedule, 
did not leave Hongkong until eight 
days after her usual sailing date. She 
was scheduled to leave on August 22, 
but It was not until August 30 that the 
liner left Hongkong, and was to leave 
Yokohama on September ti. The Em- 
press of India has orders to make a 
fast run, to connect with the Empress 
of Britain, leaving Quebec on Friday,- 
September 21, the malls from Hong- 
kong for London being transferred at 
Vancouver to the Overseas Mall 
special trnln, which is to carry the 
malls across Canada in 96 hours. The 
journey was accomplished In 93 hours 
un the westward run. The steamer Is 
now en route from Yokohama and Is 
expected to reach the Royal Roads on 
Sunday, the 16th. or Monday, the 17th, 
at tin early hour. Arrangements have 
been made to have the steamer City of 
Nanalmo stand by at tho outer dock 
on Sunday night, In readiness to put 
to the Empress us soon as she la 
sighted entering the William Head 
j quarantine station. 

The Empress of India Is expected to 
lower the record of the Empress of 
Japan for the run across the Pacific 
from Yokohama to this port on her 
present voyage. The Empress of 
Japan holds the record for the fastest 
trip ever made across the Pacific 
Ocean from land to land, having made 
the run from inside the breakwater at 
Yokohama to the wharf at Victoria In 

10 days anil 10 hours. This run was 
made several years ago and has never 
been beaten. Several attempts to 
lower the record have been made by 
the Pacific Mail .Steamship Company 
since that line acquired Its new steam- 
ers some few years ago, but none were 
successful. Twice- the company had 
Its steamers abandon the regular call 
at Honolulu, and picked coal and addi- 
tional firemen were put on board to 
speed the steamer between Yokohama 
and San Francisco. The fastest time 
accomplished was by the steamer 
Korea, which made the run in 10 days, 

11 hours and 15 minutes.

THE DRYDOCK. ■ 

Application From Italian Warship — 
The Twickenham Delayed. 

Application has been received from 
the commander of the Italian warship 
Dagall, due a< Seattle today from As- 
toria, for the use of the Esqulmalf dry- 
dock is available, will visit Puget 
October 1. The Dagall in the mean- 
time, pending advices as to when the 
doc Ids available, will visit Puget 
Sound ports. It Is improbable that 
the application from the Italian cruiser 
can be granted The dock Is at pres- 
ent engaged for the British steamer 
Twickenham, whose owners secured 
the dock several days ago. The recent 
rains and the scarcity of 'longshore- 
men have had the effect, of delaying 
the discharge of the sugar steamer, 
which was expected to be ready to 
enter the dock today. The sugur will 
not be discharged into the Baroda, 
however, until Tuesday at the earliest, 
and the steamer will probably enter 
the drydock on Wednesday morning. 
A survey will Immediately be held and 
tenders called for the necessary re- 
pairs to the steamer. It Is very Im- 
probable, In fact almost positive, that 
the Twickenham will riot leave the dry- 
dock before October 1; and the Italian 
warship consequently will bo unable 
to secure the dock for the repairs 
necessary to her hull. The dock at 
Bremerton Is also unavailable. The 
U. S. S. Chlcngo is to enter that dock 
first, and then the disabled Boston is 
to be placed on the blocks. The 
cruiser Boston now lies at one of the 
dock piers, deep. In the water, with her 
pumps being worked continuously. 
She Is. however, declared to be In no 
danger of sinking. No estimate of 
the amount of repairs needed has been 
made. It Is stated, however, that only 
the outer hull was pierced by the rocks. 
Immediately after the Boston's arrival 
orders were received to dock her at 
once. Under the urgent Instructions, 
the drydock was prepared, keel blocks 
put In place, and everything made 
ready, when the order from Washing- 
ton was countermanded. It Is now ex- 
pected that the Chicago will be re- 
paired tirst, b.3 her repairs are a matter 
of a few days' work only. There nre 
urgent reasons why the shorter task 
should be undertaken before the longer 
one, so that the Pacific squadron need 
not be deprived of two ships at once 
for an extended period. Had the ac- 
cident to the Boston taken place a 
month ago, the situation would have 
been much more Merlous, as the dry- 
dock was occupied by the transport 
Dix. 



SHIPPING DEPRESSION. 

Now Load Lino Does Not Have 
Desired Effect. 



There Is depression in the British 
shipping world. From Investigation In 
Liverpool shipping circles, h appears 
that many shipowners are of the 
opinion that the shipping market is la 
a worse condition for general trade or 
tramp lines than for some considerable 
time, and that the Immediate pros- 
pects are no better. It was slated 
that In a few of the regular trades— 
notably the Atlantic — there certainly 
was an Improvement over the position 
a year ago. but, generally speaking, it 
might be taken for granted that any 
rise In freight rates was more than 
counteracted by the Increase and con- 
centration of tonnage, which reduces 
the quantities obtainable. The effect 
of the new freeboard regulations has 
been to lower rates, as the extra carry- 
ing capacity represents a vast total 
Increase In British tonnage- — roughly, 
half that owned throughout the world. 
During the first seven months of the 
current year a record output of new 
tonnage was reported. A large pro- 
portion of this Is now in commission,

The British ship Wray Castle, bound 
from Liverpool for San Francisco, and 
previously reported as putting Into St. 
Vincent, Is seriously damaged, accord- 
ing to further advices. The cargo 
throughout tho midship section was 
burnt, broken and damaged by water. 
The vessel has been surveyed and pro- 
nounced unseaworthy. The heated 
part of the cargo will be discharged. 

The ships and steamers for Behrlng 
Sea ports from Seattle carried more 
freight north this season than In the 
previous year. The estimate of the 
total value of exports is $5,737,524, 
which Is $522,778 more than the value 
of the entire amount of cargo sent to 
Behrlng Sen ports in 1'jOS. 

The United Stntes navy is gradually 
disposing of the old licet of wooden 
ships which saw service in the civil 
war. The department, has recently 
sold in Manila, for the sum of $1(13, the 
little gunboat Albay, the gunboat Man- 
lleno and the gunboat Mindanao, built 
In 1862. They were first stripped of 
everything movable and sold as hulks. 
The old wooden gunboat Marlon, now- 
lying in San Diego, is to be solo* for 
junk. She was used in the civil war 
and saw some hard fighting around 
the Atlantic coast. The old civil war 
monitor Canonlcus will also be dis- 
posed of after the Jamestown exposi- 
tion. Other old craft tire also on the 
market. 

The fine levied against Captain Tol- 
laksen of the tug .1. M . Colman for 
stopping to pick up a boom of logs 
recently, after clearing from Victoria 
for Port Townsend, has been reduced 
by the United States treasury depart- 
ment from $500 to $50. 

The steamer Aorangl sailed from 
Sydney on Thursday for this port, via 
Brisbane, Suva and Honolulu. 

During a storm encountered by the 
British ship Grenada, which has just 
reached San Francisco with cargo from 
South Shields, off Cape Horn on May 
20, Nicbolns Jones, the cook, was 
snatched from the galley by a big 
wave and thrown Into the ice scuppers, 
where he lay unconscious for hours, or 
until the passing of the storm, when 
his shipmates found him. Jones was 
so badly injured that he died the snme 
night. In a howling gale, while the 
Grenada rolled and plunged, the fol- 
lowing morning the body of Jones was 
consigned to the deep.

PROSPECTORS OF EMPIRE. 

It is a little difficult for us in these 
days of what we may fairly call in- 
creased circulation, to render an ac- 
count of all those who pass through 
this main artery of the nation. Every 
day brings us men of note, some of 
them of immense importance to us as 
prospectors for the Empire, but after 
the manner of really important men, 
they do little to attract attention to 
themselves, and therefore pass with- 
out comment, angels whom we enter- 
tain unawares. 

Lady Lugard (Miss Florence Shaw, 
at that time colonial editor of the 
London Times) passed some time 
years ago in this city, unobserved; and 
the train which came west reaching 
Vancouver yesterday carried more of 
such people, among whom were Right 
Rev. H. H. Montgomery. D. D., at one 
time Bishop of Tasmania and at pres- 
ent secretary of the S. P. G. What 
his duties are in connection with the j 
church in Canada, if duty and not 
pleasure is the motive of his visit, w-e 
do not know, but we remember that it 
was he who conducted, as prelate of 
the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George, the late imposing ceremony at 
St. Paul's Cathedral, one of the most 
impressive and picturesque ceremonies 
ever conducted In that great cathedral, 
and one of especial interest to us, as 
the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George Is perhaps an especially colonial 
order. Sir Thomas Barlow, Bart., 
K. C. V. O., and Sir William Broadbent, 
K. C. A r . O., respectively physician to 
Ills Majesty's household and physlclan- 
ln-ordinary to the King, were also 
upon the train, and the first at any 
rate came through to the capital of 
British Columbia. It is all we ask of 
them. Victoria needs only to be seen 
to be appreciated by men of under- 
standing, and while we extend to them 
a hearty welcome, we are quite con- 
tent to leave it to them to speak of 
us as they found us when they go 
home. We want the best of the Brit- 
ish race here, and if we get pros- 
pectors of this kind In our country, the 
rest will soon follow. The Bishop 
(late of Tasmania) is, we believe. Lo 
preach at the Cathedral this morning. 

VANCOUVER ISLAND. 

In discussions on the development of 
Vancouver Island, general terms are 
usually employed, which is perhaps 
not to be wondered at. because the 
question Is a very large one, and has 
many phases. Very few of us really 
appreciate the magnitude of the area 
of which we speak when we talk about 
developing this Island; and although 
it Is somewhat tlmeworn, the state- 
ment may he lure repeated that the 
Island has an area as large as the 
mainland part of Nova Scntla, on 
which over -100, inn people live, and Is 
as large as Switzerland, where there 
is a population of 5,000,000 of people. 
It Is also worth remarking that the 
development of the Island Is confined 
to a very small fraction of its area. 
If we say that 1000 square miles will 
cover the settled portion, we shall not 
be very far astray. And this leaves 
nearly 15,000 square miles to be util- 
ized. In order that this estimate of 
the occupied area may not seem ex- 
travagantly small, we shall particular- 
ize a little. From Victoria to Comox, 
in a direct line, is 116 miles. If we 
take an nren extending from here to 
Comox, and having a width of eight 
square miles, it would certainly he 
possible to include within it every 
occupied area on Vancouver Island- 
that is, occupied In the sense of being 
utilized for the support of population. 
For the greater part of the area be- 
tween here and Comox, the occupied 
area Is only a narrow fringe along the 
water, and In few places does { attain 



a depth of eight miles. • The other 
settled areas are at Albernl, in the 
Sooke and Metchosln districts, and at 
Isolated points along the west coast. 
The occupied area at theso several 
places could easily be Included In the 
eight-mile belt above referred to, and 
there would be room to spare. Yet 
such an area would contain only 928 
square miles. For a little over half 
the length of this belt there Is a line 
of railway which runs at no place at 
any very great distance from salt 
water. And yet, so Inadequate are the 
general conceptions of the- extent of 
this island, that when a few years ago 
an agitation for an independent rall- 
v i the north of the Island was at 
.iglit, one objection raised was 
that It would parallel the E. & N. We 
are not now advocating any particular 
railway enterprise, and use what we 
have Just. said simply to illustrate how 
contracted are the conceptions of 
many of our own people of what is 
meant when we talk about the devel- 
opment of Vancouver Island. 

In this article the object to be aimed 
at chiefly will be to Impress upon 
Colonist readers the magnitude of the 
undertaking In which they are so 
greatly interested. We are told by 
come people that the E. & N. Railway 
owns practically the whole Island. As 
a matter of fact, its grant contains 
about one-sixth of the total area of 
the island. We are told that there is 
little or no farming land. But the 
absurdity of such a statement will be 
apparent from the fact that on the 
Saanlch peninsula there is room for 
five thousand 10-acre farms, and there 
are many valleys and hillsides 
throughout the Island that are Just as 
fertile as any Part of this peninsula. 
We are apt, when thinking of agricul- 
tural areas, to think uf the prairies 
as the standard of comparison, and we 
have talked so much of tens and even 
hundreds of millions of acres, that 
smaller areas seem scarcely worthy of 
our attention. Now, there is a valley 
lying south of Seattle, known as the 
White River Valley, that is not more 
than 25 miles long, and Its average 
width is certainly not more than four 
miles. In other words, it contains 
about 100 square miles. It is not all 
occupied, but perhaps very nearly so. 
It contains one very good town — out- 
side of Seattle, of course — and several 
smaller centres of population, and is 
in every way a highly prosperous com- 
munity, with no other basis for its 
wealth than agriculture. How many 
valleys there are on Vancouver Island 
which contain 25 square miles and up- 
wards of land suitable for farming, it 
would be premature in our present 
state Of knowledge to say. Bin, un- 
doubtedly there are quite a number of 
them. So also In respect to the lower 
portions of the more elevated sections. 
It Is only after the examination of the 
soil upon these parts of the Island 
that one becomes impressed with its 
great potentiality from an agricul- 
tural point of view. It would be use- 
less to make even a rough guess at the 
extent of such land that can ultimately 
be utilized, but for the purpose of 
enabling readers to reach conclusions 
for themselves, it may be added that 
in the part of Nova Scotia above re- 
ferred to, less than 2,000,000 acres are 
improved land; and we fancy that it 
would be a rash man who would say 
that It is not possible to find on Van- 
couver Island an area which would 
yield as great a value of agricultural 
products as can be derived from 
2,000,000 acres In the far eastern prov- 
ince of the Dominion. 



CHURCHILL'S LETTER. 

It will be with mixed feelings thai 
Canadians will read the letter written 
by Winston Spencer Churchill to his 
friend, Hamar Greenwood, printed in 
the Colonist of yesterday. There Is a 
freshness nhout it — we do not suggest 
that it is too frpsli which, is positively 
delightful. Mr. Churchill starts out by 
telling us that for the lust twenty yours 
Canadians hnve associated Imperialism 
with the Conservative pnrty and later 
tells us to hnve no fear, for hereafter 
we may associate it also with tli<> Lib 
oral party. it is, of course, purely a 
coincidence that during the twenty 
years referred to, Mr. Churchill was :i 
Conservative, and thai now lie is a Lib 
oral. 

It will be nows to Cn|indisR8 thnl 
they have associated Hie perpetuation of 
British connection with Conservatism. It 
will be news for litem lo learn that Ihey 
hove thought of British party politics in 
any way whatever, in reference lo the 
maintenance of the Imperial tie. They 
hnve supposed that as with their at- 
tachment lo Hie British crown was 
based upon something deeper than party 
affiliation; so also the people of the 
United Kingdom regarded the Imperial 
Structure, which lias been reared with 
infinite sacrifice as something which 
changes in tile political complexion of 
the House of Commons would not af- 
fect, When will it dawn upon the pub- 
lic men of the United Kingdom that 
what they call "The Colonies" are not 
dependencies of the Empire, hut parts 

of it? When will they learn thai a Can- 
adian looks upon Fdward VII, of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland;- King, Defender of Ihe Faith, 
ns in fact as well as in title; King also 
of British Dominion beyond the Neos. 
He is as much King of Canada as of 
England. Mr. Churchill is wholly rigid 
when he snys: "The British Empire 
must centre upon the Britisli Crown." 
This phase makes his letter notable, 
When he speaks of the Crown, we as 
mime that the Under Secretary of State 
for the Colonics, does mean the Crown 
in a constitutional sense, that is the 
Crown ns represented by His Majesty's 
ministers — Nor does he tuenn, we hope,

the personality who happens, in the time 
being to wear the Crown. We are all 
very loyal to the King personally. If 
■Canadians wore given their choice of a 
man to rule over them they would un- 
hesitatingly choose the Kinjr. Neverthe- 
less, it is not the King personally who 
is the centre of the Empire. If it were, 
and we should unfortunately have an un- 
worthy Kin;;, the Empire would soon 
disintegrate. The Imperial centre is 
what t Ho Crown represents, and what 
this Is, it would be an exceedingly diffi- 
cult matter to define. It is something 
which we all know and feel, yet can 
hardly express. It is like the lie which 
hinds family together. It is not ,the 
Crown itself, but what the Crown repre- 
sents — the glorious traditions of our 
race, the principles of liberty and equal 
rights, the ever-broadening principles of 
self-government and individual freedom, 
community of sentiment along ninny 
lines, sacrifices made and accepted — in 
short it is the Empire's history which 
the Crown represents, and it is because 
it represents that history, that it is anil 
must continue to be the centre of the 
Empire. 

Mr. Churchill wishes his friend Mr. 
Greenwood, to assure Canadians that in 
the great change now taking place in 
the United Kingdom, of which the last 
general election was a remarkable indi- 
cation, there is no peril to the Empire. 
He is, perhaps, a little disposed lo ex- 
aggerate the extent of the change and 
to lay a little too much stress upon the 
significance of the election returns, yet 
no observer of events can have failed to 
recognize that the process of evolution, 
which has built up our British consti- 
tution through the centuries, has taken 
on a more rapid movement during the 
last few years. Very great changes seem 
imminent. There will be an ebbing as 
well as a flowing of the tide. The Con- 
servatives of the country will assert it- 
self, when the advance movement has 
spent its. force; but things will never 
he quilt 1 as they have been. These 
changes may, and almost to a certainty 
will involve changes in the relations be- 
tween the outlying parts of the Em- 
pire and the Mother Land. These will 
come gradually and will not only not 
weaken t tie Imperial tie, but will 
strengthen it. 

We are glad that Mr. Churchill wrote 
his letter. It is timely not because there 
was any particular need of it. but be- 
cause it is always well to have public 
attention strongly directed to the great 
principles which form the foundations 
of the Empire. It is also Interesting to 
know the views of one of the younger 
generation of British public men upon 
a question, some of whose phrases are 
certain to engage the attention of the 
Statesmen of the Empire in the very 
near future.

Much as Canada needs labor, it 
does not need a coolie class, and it 
would lie a poor compliment to a proud 
race, like the Sikhs, to permit them to 
come to this country and then set them 
off iii a class by themselves. The 
World's correspondent does not think 
there is any danger of Sikh women 
coming here, and hence he thinks that 
we need not fear the rearing of families 
by the new comers. This is one of the 
objections to their coming. We do not 
want immigrants, who will not marry, 
rear families ami ultimately tccomc 
absorbed in the general population of 
the country. 



The Vancouver World in its issue of 
September 7th, says: "Our attention 
has been called by Messrs. Drake, Jack- 
son & Helmcken of Victoria, solicitors 
for I.ee Mong Kow, to a "Xote" that 
appeared in the AVorld of the 27th ulto.

Sir Thomas Barlow and Party 
Paying a Brief Visit 
to Victoria 



Sir Thomas Barlow aud party, con- 
sisting of Lady Barlow, Miss Helen 
Barlow, Mr. J. A. Harlow, Dr. J. Hose 
Bradford and- Mrs. Bradford, arrived 
by tlie Princess Victoria .yesterday. 
They were met by Mr, Arthur J. hoary 
and proceeded to the Driurd hotel. Dur- 
ing the evening the distinguished visit- 
ors made some slight inspection of the 
town and shops in search of memento 
and curios and today will be entertain- 
ed hi' His Honor the, Lieut.-Governor 
at Government House. They will leave 
the city this evening by the Princess 
[Victoria for Seattle and will proceed 
thence by the Northern Pacific line via 
fTeHowstone Park in the direction of 
tome, 

Sir Thomas Barlow in the course of 
en Interview accorded to the Colonist 
courteously communicated the impres- 
sions he had formed. 

"Tho Congress of the British Medi- 
cal association at Toronto," said he, 
"was u very great success, a , result 
Jargoly due to the kindness and ex- 
,treme -unselfishness of the Canadian 
doctors who were so very . anxious to 
giv« every .opportunity .to. the British 
nnd foreign members and to efface 
themselves and their own claims in- 
stead of utilizing the opportunity for 
their own aggrandizement. The scientific 
etandtvrd .of the congress also, was 
maintained at a very high level." 

"I was very much struck," continued 
(Sir Thomas, "with the -prosperity and 
solid advantages of the country in every 
direction and also much taken with the 
(Canadian' people who seem to me so 
?ane and sound in every respect with 
the Scotch spirit very dominant. The 
C P. R. have been extremely liberal in 
oil their arrangements nnd certainly 
ithelr hotels, steamboats and. traveling 
Arrangements generally are admirable. 
?\Vo have, on the whole, had splendid 
[weather throughout our trip which is 
my first experience of Canada. The 
scenery of the Rockies and Selkirks is | 
unsurpassed and resembles that of 
[Switzerland only on a grander scale and 
iwe were charmed with the scenery 
ecross the gulf." I have been partlcu- ! 
larly struck with the enlightenment of] 
arrangement and provision for the fu- I 
Jure which has planned the cities of 
'Canada on finch broad and excellent, 
3ines and with extensive suburb.-, parks- 
anil breadth of streets.

Manufacturers' Committee Re- 
ports on Various Enterpri- 
ses to Benefit City 



At the hoard of trade council meeting 
held on Friday, the following report or 
the committee of manufacture* was pre- 
sented and referred to the monthly gener- 
al meeting of the board, which will bo 
held at 3 'o'clock In the afternoon of next 
Thursday, the tilth Instant: • - • •- ■ 

Gentlemen — Your committee on manufac- 
tures tieg to recommend that the board 
should call attention to the following en- 
terprises which, In the opinion of your 
committee, can be profitably engaged In 
.within or near the city of Victoria: 
I ro n 

Although the presence of high grade iron 
ores luis long since been demonstrated at 
Sooke, Port. Renfrew, Barkley Hound, 
Qiuitsiuo Sound, and Texnda Island, there 
lias been no attempt made to treat them 
in British, Columbia. This has possibly 
been due to the restricted local demand 
for such, products; hut In view Of the In- 
evitable and cxtctwive railway develop: 
meat In Western .Canada In the Immediate 
future, the time appears opportune to In- 
terest capital in this adventure. There Is 
also an extensive market In the Western 
United State*,- which are unlikely to be- 
come very largo producers of Iron from 
ores occurring within those borders, unlets 
other deposits than, those at present known 
are found. The Orlf'Ut also may be looked 
to for additional markets. 

Successful competition will of course de- 
pend lurgelv on cost of production, and 
wMle it is expected that this will be 
grenter in British Columbia than In the 
Older centres of manufacture, there re- 
mains the Important advantage of freight 
to be considered. The freight charges 
on Eastern productions enter largely into 
the ultimate coet of iron, and, In the opin- 
ion of your committee, would more than 
offset any possible Increase In cost of the 
local manufactured article. The United 
States Is protected by a customs duty of 
J?4 on pig Iron smelted In other countries, 
and It was probably that protection which 
resulted In the attempts to establish Iron 
works south of the British Columbia 
boundary line. Those attempts wen- handi- 
capped by the necessity of drawtjig upon 
the superior ores of this province for nbout 
73 per cent, of the total requirements, and 
paying an Import duty of -10 cents per ton: 
and the coke used was inferior tc that 
made In this province. The United Stntcs 
market was dealt with In the hoard's re- 
port of lf>0:i, which we now quote, condi- 
tions not appearing to have much changed: 
"On this side of the boundary line we 
have, as far as yet discovered, the best 
grade Iron ores In the largest quantities. 
The conditions so far as fluxes, labor and 
geographical position are concerned, are 
certainly equally good on Vancouver Isl- 
and. In the matter of fuel, the timber Is 
similar on both sides of the line, but our 
coal Is niuci. superior to any mined In 
the neighboring states; much of It Is 
specially good for coking. The Dominion 
government will assist the manufacture of 
Iron and steel as follows: 

"The Governor-General In council may 
authorlze the payments of the following 
bounties on steel Ingots, puddled Iron bars 
aud pig iron made in Canada, that Is to 
say : 

"On steel Ingots manufactured from In- 
gredients of which not less thnn 50 -per 
cent, of the weight thereof consists of 
pig Iron made in Canada, a bounty of §3 
per ton. 

"On puddled Iron liars manufactured 
from pig Iron made In Canada, a bounty 
of $3 per ton. 

"On pig Iron manufactured from ore, a 
bounty of per ton on the proportion pro- 
duced from Canadian ore. and SL' per ton 
on the proportion produce^ from foreign 
ore. 

"The said bounties shall lie applicable 
only to steel ingots, puddled iron ham, 
and pig iron made In Canada prior to the 
23rd day of April, 1!Xi2. 

"The fJovernor-General In council may 
make regulations In relation to the said 
bounties In order to carry out the Inten- 
tion of this act. 

"The bounty on steel Ingots, puddled Iron 
bars nnd pig iron made In Canada, author- 
ized by chapter C, 1S!>7( shall, on the ter-

The act under which that bounty 
applies was framed to cover the whole 
Dominion, and it Is possible, even prob- 
able, that If proper representations are 
made and It Is shown that the necessnry 
cnpltnl Is in hand, additional assistance 
can be secured to establish Iron works on 
Vancouver Island on a permanent and 
profitable basis." 

With regard to the bounties referred to 
in this quotation, it will be noticed thnt 
they expire In the year 11107, tout it Is be- 
lieved that n renewal can be secured for 
a term to especially assist the establish- 
ment of Iron works on the Pacific Coast 
a.s contemplated In the Dominion act, 1807. 

The bonuses' paid by the Dominion gov- 
ernment under the net of ISO" on iron and 
steel for the twelve months ending 11th 
July, 100(1, amounted to over $2,000.030, an 
Increase of about half a million, compared 
with the bonuses paid In the previous 
years. 

The provincial government has published 
considerable Information In regnrd to the 
Iron ores found In Urltlsh Columbia, nil of 
Which is available upon application. 

Manufactures of Iron 

It Is assumed that the plant would in- 
clude the requirements for producing rails, 
finished iron and' steel. The manufacture 
of nails, wire nnd similar products may 
reasonably be expected to follow. 

Wagon Factory 

Your committee desire also to direct at- 
tention to the manufacture of wagons. A 
few years ngo much time was spent by 
some or our citizens In compiling Informa- 
tion which Illustrated the possibility of 
profitably engaging In such an enterprise. 
The materials to be used weie wood and 
Iron, and It was proposed to use the local 
fir aud spruce In conjunction with Aus- 
tralian hardwood's, known as stringy- 
bark, Iron-bark, gumwood, blackwood, tal- 
low-wood nnd biackunt, These hardwoods 
are considered even miore .suitable than the 
oak used in Eastern Canada and some 
parts of the United States, while they are 
also less cosily. The iron, nnd coal for 
forging It, It was proposed to draw from 
Australia. The estimated cost of produc- 
tion on this basis, after allowing' a reason- 
able scale of wages for the mechanics and 
laborers, compared favorably with the cost 
of similar products In the local manufac- 
ture. There would be advantages In 
freight In the contemplated held of oper- 
ations, which embraced Uritlsli Columbia 
and Northwest Territories, and. providing 
il reasonable freight rate could be secured, 
portions of Manitoba. It WOB also con- 
sidered possible to do business In the Unit- 
ed States by shipping the product in pieces 
and setting It together in that territory. 
The project w** based upon the purchase 
of certnin patents, nnd although a measure 
of support: was promised, sufficient capital 
was not subscribed, and consequently the 
scheme fell through. 

Your committee being well Impressed 
with the possibility of successfully engag- 
ing In the manufacture of wagons, etc., 
along the lines then proposed, have no 
hesitation in bringing It to the attention 
of the board. 

Tannery 

It Is a matter of regret to your com- 
mittee to And thnt nearly all the leather 
used In British Columbia is Imported. ^\ e 
Hud u large export trade in hides and an 
kfxccflleut quaMty of bark for treating 
them on the spot nnd cosily procurable. 
Excellent leather is being manufactured 
here on a small scale, but what Is wanted 
U capital to produce a full Hue of all 
kinds in sufficient, quality to supply the 
requirements of not only British Colum- 
bia, but nlso portions of the Northwest 
Territories. It mnv nlso be .mentioned 
that a few yearn n.uo Mr. .T. S. I/nrke, 'Do- 
minion commercial agent In Australia, 
tried to create Interest In that market, 
when Ihe quality of leather produced Is 
not generally high grade. 

When it is considered that the hides are 
now' shipped out of the province nnd re- 
turned again manufactured, nnd that duty 
15 per cent, and 17 'A per cent. Is paid on 
that from the United States, there ap- 
pears to vour committee n more than suf- 
ficient margin in the freight and duty to 
offset any "possible Increase cost of pro- 
duction compared with present centres of 
manufacture in Canada or the Doited 
States. We think, however, that success 
would depend somewhat on the .-^eduction 
of a full line of nil kinds of leather, if 
the local market is to lie effectively ''on- 
trolled, for it will readily he understood 
that if a manufacturer of leather goods 
has to cn to an outside market for any 
special kind, there will toe an Inducement 
to import others in order to obtain the 
freight advantages resulting from carload 
lots. 

Tanning Extracts 

It might also be found advantageous to 
produce extracts from the hemlock for 
use in the tannery. The cost of produc- 
tion could probably be reduced If that al- 
lied industry were on a scale to supply 
distant markets. 

Trunks 

Attention is directed to an opening for 
,-i trunk factory, nearly all the trunks be- 
ing now imported. 

The freight on trunks adds largely to the 
est laid down, nnd it appears probable 
thai a trunk factory catering to Iocs) re- 
quirements and backed up by a proper 
amount of capital would succeed. The 
wood -required In their manufacture could 
lie obtained on the spot; the iron or brass 
tittlags would, however, have to be ob- 
tained outside the province. 

Cooperage 
The demand for barrels has lnrgely In- 
creased lately, and the end, we are glad 
to say, is not In sight. This bus resulted I 
principally from the successful operations 
of ilii' whalers' enterprise, fro which the 
necessary barrels have now to be Imported;! 
about 1,<KH> per month, at a cost of $2.IR) 
each. Your committee understand that 
two more whaling stations arc to he es- 
tablished, ami wholesale liquor merchants, 
breweries, fish carers, candy manufactur- 
ers, pickle factories, etc., are also Import- 
ing barrels, kc.es, etc. Altogether tlie out- 
put of these barrels, etc., should furnish 
employment for n cooperage of fair dimen- 
sions; hut there Is one point which will 
require locking into, and thai Is procuring 
suitable wood, which we think will have I 
Imported. Hvcn If hiic.1i h

The Inst meeting of the Victoria 
Trades and Labor Council was a spec- 
ially interesting one. There were thirty 
delegates in attendance, among them 
being three new delegates, Messrs. Geo. 
Wise nnd Frank W. Jeeves, represent- 
ing the Blacksmith's union No. 82 nnd 
Leigh Netherby representing the Vic- 
toria Typographical union. A great deal 
of discussion took place regarding the 
proposed candidate's pledge and the 
planks of the platform as introduced at 
the previous meeting and published in 
the Colonist of Aug. 30th. With a 
few slight alterations the various planks 
were adopted and the pledge was adopt- 
ed without alteration. The council wns 
singularly unanimous about the pledge 
but there was a lively discussion as to 
the manner of keeping the candidates to 
their obligations. A considerable sec- 
lion was in favor of putting the can- 
didates on their ontb but the feeling of 
the meeting was against this and the 
original suggestion of the president to 
bind candidates on their word of honor, 
(written nnd witnessed) was finally 
adopted. President Cray has called a 
special meeting of the council for 
Wednesday next and at that meeting 
he will ask the council to consider the 
advisability -of adding to the proposed 
labor platform' a plank urging the 
compulsory acquisition of estates where 
necessary in the interests of progressive 
closer settlement and the acquisition 
also of properties in the vicinities of 
cities and towns for workmen's homes. 
He will also ask the council to discuss 
the question of fighting for the simpli- 
fication of the mode of registering vot- 
ers on the Dominion, provincial and mu- 
nicipal rolls ami to discuss the advisa- 
bility of preparing to actively light the 
forthcoming municipal contest from n re- 
form point of view. 

(Mr. J. D. Mc.Niven, M. P. P., Pres- 
ident Gray and Treasurer Johnson, rep/ 
resenting the Victoria Trades and Labor 
council, visited Vancouver on Labor 
dny nnd busied themselves during the 
day advocating the proper representa- 
tion of Vancouver labor at the coming; 
congress and were everywhere met with 
encouragement. Treasurer Johnson re- 
turned to Vancouver on Thursday and 
has since reported that the Vancouver 
Trades nnd Labor Council had. on 
Thursday evening unanimously decided 
to re-affiliate with the congress and 
bad elected members Pettlplece, Perry 
and Bench as their delegates. Eight 
unions in Vancouver have also elected 
delegates and other unions in Vancouver 
will deal with tthe matter during the 
Incoming week.

SCIENTIFIC WORK NEAR MAGNETIC POLE 



Thinks Whalers Are Safe— Noth- 
ing Learned of the Lost 
Andre 



Nome, Alaska, Sept. 8.— Capt. Boald 
Xmundsen of the Norwegian sloop Gjoa, 
which arrived in Nome roadstead a week 
ago, after accomplishing the voyage 
through the Northwest passage, is now 
on his way south; he Soft Xonie jester- 
day by the steamer Saratoga for 
Seattle. A delegation of business and 
professional men, including nil the 
prominent Norwegians, went out in tugs 
for ten miles and escorted the captain 
and his ship to Nome. All Nome turned 
out to do him honor, (.'apt. Amundsen 
and his crew were in the best of health, 
notwithstanding i h o arduous voyage 
just completed. He was not short of 
foodstuffs, as was reported. 

Capt. Amundsen was interviewed be- 
fore leaving Cape Nome yesterday. He 
said there is much that is interesting in 
my observations in the region of t lie 
magnetic pole. 1 see that you are anx- 
ious to hear about that, but it would 
take too long. 1 can tell you, however, 
that my observations will add consid- 
erably to scientific knowledge of the 
magnetic polar region. My observations, 
carried on for a period of two years 
night and day. must set at rest much 
that is hypothetical about the magnetic 
pole. They will certainly 6s its loca- 
tion with greater accuracy than has 
been possible heretofore. 

"Ross marie several observations, but 
not nearly enough for accuracy's sake. 
In tlie region of the magnetic pole the 
Compass is practically of no use. The 
needle fluctuates and varies to an ex- 
traordinary extreme, and the compass 
is practically nut of commission. 
At the Magnetic Pole 

"Since we reached the northern part of 
Peel Sound, to the west end of 
Sampson Strait. I established an ob- 
servation station along King William 
land in latitude 68 degrees 30 minutes 
north and HO degrees west of Greenwich. 
I am sure thai this is only ninety miles 
away from the true magnetic north pole. 
This ninety miles 1 traveled over fre- 
quently, taking observations nil the time. 
These observations have been sent out 
to the scientific experts of the world 
and they will calculate the exact loca-

tion of the real magnetic pole from these 
notes. 

"We met with native tribes all the 
way there, from east to west. Some of 
these tribes had never seen a white man 
and bad only the faintest traditions 
there were such beings on earth. They 
were kindly and peaceable, occupied 
chiefly with hunting ami fishing, living, 
like all these northern tribes, chiefly on 
oil, fish and blubber. 

"This season we barely got through 
in time. A strong southeastern wind, 
however, opened up a passage for us 
and for the whalers that were impris- 
oned in liie north. Two of them nt 
least, got out, and 1 think the rest were 
in a fair way to get through also." 

Personality of Explorer 

Capt. Amundsen is 33 years of age 
He is moderate and quiet in his man- 
ner and relates his experiences without 
the smallest exhibition of pride. He is 
extremely tactftol and courteous nnd 
brimful of quiet humor. Capt. Amund- 
sen was trained in ice explorations 
when on the Belgica expedition to the 
south pole region as first officer. One of 
the most pleasant features of his voy- 
age has been the fact that there) have 
been no quarrels or disputes, It is well 
known that Arctic voyagers have fre- 
quently fallen out with each other, and 
that even death has resulted from these 
differences. Long confinement on ship- 
board and isolation from humanity 
makes a monotony that is hard to bear 
and an inclination often arises to be 
quarrelsome. There has been none of 
this with ('apt. Amundsen's men. ' 

One of the crew died at Churchill isl- 
and and was buried there. 

Nothing was learned of Explorer 
Andre, who went out for the Arctics in 
a balloon some years ago. The most 
persistent inquiry among the natives all 
along the route failed to discover a trace 
of the missing explorer. It is beyond 
all doubt, Captain Amundsen says, thai 
Andre is dead.

As this question may 
b,- exercising more or less the minds or 
ihe Iirltlsh Columbia public, allow me, 
the friend and adviser for twenty years of 
the very Indians whose conduct Is now in- 
culpated, to submit to your readers a lew 
words of explanation with a view to pre- 
venting a false Impression being produced 
by an ox parte statement. 

In the first place, let It be clearly under- 
stood that our Northern Indians have 
practically no other alimentary resource 
than dried salmon. Without salmon they 
must starve, since that Single article ot 
diet is to them considerably more than 
are to us bread and meat combined. Omy 
those who know nothing of the actual 
conditions prevailing In the Northern In- 
terior of our provlnee would dream ol 
mentioning venison as a substitute there- 
for ami it is an open secret thai, hunting 
for furs Is becoming less and less lucra- 
tive Therefore, enormous quantities of 
the 'fish have to be dried and stored 
awav every fall under pain of actual star- 
vation should the supply of It fail, IMS 
Is so true that In years when the run Has 
been less abundant than usual, the Hud- 
son's Iiav Company and myself have had 
to feed at the expense of the Indian de- 
partment In Victoria, several Individual 
families, with no oilier alternative than 
seeing then, die of hunger hi' case this 
humanitarian duty was neglected. on 
the other hand. It is a mutter of absolute 
ueeessltv for the Indians to stake across 
Ihe Northern stream to secure a quantity 
of the fish at all commensurate with their 
needs, as the use of nets yield scarcely 
more than thev can dally consume during 
the fishing season. This would leave 
about ten months of the year without any 
provisions for the native homes. 

Therefore, when, over two years ago. 
ihe chiefs of the Bablne Indians wrote me

parties hud reached Ihelr country who 
claimed the right tn prevent them from 
fls-hlng otherwise than, by means of nets. 1 
did not even-stop a minute to consider th 
question, The Idem seemed to me so mo, 
stronsly preposterous that 'I felt sure m 
correspondents must be writing under 
delusion, or grossly misrepresenting Hi 
fuels.

.Northern district. I [hell wrote the com. 
nilssloiier of Indian affairs at Victoria to 
ascertain whether il was I rue that any 
set of men living under the British fla.;. 
and acting under an authority derived from 
the British, crown, were either so Ignorant 
of the unavoidable result of their fictions, 
or so criminally Inconsiderate "f the un- 
told misery-' 11 would entail on people in- 
noceul of any wrong, in wilfully deprive 
them of their stnple food without offering 
them any compensation that would allow 
them to live. The reply was to the offecl 
that the newspaper reports were unfor- 
tunately founded on fart, with the ex- 
pression of sympathy tor the Cntc of the 
poor Indians, and no indlrecl Invitation to 
go to Victoria and talk the matter over. 
This I was nol In a position to in cept, and 
the subject was dropped. 

After this, I need only remark, by wny 
of recapitulation, that Hi II is absolutely 
Impossible for the, Northern Indians to 
live without salmon, unless some other 
means of subsistence Is provided for them 
by the purtv that fakes II away from tllpmi 
(2) It is still less possible for them to pro- 
cure even half u Sufficiency of Ihe same 
bv means of flsh nets only; therefore, It 
follows that (ft, In refusing to comply 
with the Ottawa government regulations 
In this respect, the Babbies are simply 
lighting for dear life, and that (I) If the 
fisheries department really want to take 
uwav from the original Inhabitants of the 
North their chief means of support in or- 
der to enrich n. few cannery men, who 
can live without the same, they are In 
honor nnd sheer Justice bound lo make " [ 
treaty with the said aborigines and furnl.-di 
them with some other means of subsist- 
ence, as has boon done with the Indians of i 



the Northwest, who were deprived of their 
duliy bread — buffalo, the equivalent of sal- 
mon to our own aborigines — more by their 
own Improvidence than through any fault 
of the whites. If they do not, they may 
expect nay amount of trouble from na- 
tives who, though generally law-abiding, 
bavu nono the less the Instinct of self- 
preservation In common with any of us. 

Hoping ihe stigma of wanton cruelty 
will not attach itself to the name of a 
nation which so far has been justly proud 
of the fairness with which It has treated 
the first Inhabitants of' the country In 
which It has established itself, I remain,

FIRST USE OF THE SPECTROS- 
COPE. 

Sir William Hugglns' early years 
were laborious, though not unfruitful. 
The young astronomer, says T. P. 'a 
Weekly, dined one everting at Green- 
wich, Otto Struve being among the 
guests. Hugglns explained what be 
had done, and went on telling of his 
recent work, whereupon Sir George 
Airy, then astronomer royal, who was 
sitting near him, remarked: "It Is a 
case of 'Eyes and No Eyes.' " Such 
Indeed It was, says Sir William, with 
regard to certain of the nebulae. But 
In spite of the fact thnt he received 
little assistance from his contempor- 
aries, Hugglns resolved that he would 
continue the experiments he had be- 
gun In spectrum analysis. His hope 
was to be ablo to reveal to the world 
what the stars were made of, £Ujd lo 
show how the boat which reaches us 
from the moat distant suns might be 
measured. Klrchoft's great discovery 
of the true naturo and chemical con- 
stitution of the sun came . to him as 
an inspiring message to work and to 
hope, and he determined to apply slm- 
Illar methods to the stars. In this 
connection he could not make the 
same use of a prism ns Fraunhofor 
has done. Klrchoft's method required 
that the Image of a star should be 
revealed In a different manner. 

To attain this object, Hugglns made 
the first use of the speccroscope. That 
occasion is still fresh In his memory. 
One night he directed the Instrument 
to a nebular mass in Draco. Then he 
paused, overcome with awe. What 
was he about to see? Was he not on 
the point of looking into one of the 
secret places of creation? How far- 
reaching would be the Influence of 
his discovery on science? These and 
other thoughts thrust themselves on 
him. He could delay no longer. He 
put his eye to the spectroscope and 
saw— nothing but a thin line ! So 
keenly disappointed was he at this 
seemingly unsatisfactory result of his 
Investigation that he did not then 
gauge the true meaning nf it. But 
he had made the momentous discov- 
ery that nebulae are not an aggrega- 
tion of stars, but a luminous gas; 
and he had thus confirmed the theory 
of Laplace, that the origin of the so- 
lar system was In luminous gas, and 
that the planets were the product of 
condensation. 



THINKING IN MILLIONS. 

Interviewed by a representative of Hie 
Tribune (Tuesday), Lord Welby Is report- 
ed to have said: "To an old treasury of- 
ficial like myself nothing is more strik- 
ing than the change which has come over 
all classes in this matter of public ex- 
penditure. Where people used' to .alk 
shyly about thousands they now light- 
Sienrtedly dispose of millions. . . . The 
evil si not confined to any one section of 
the community. Working men are ns ex- 
travagant as anybody elge In the matter 
of public! expenditure. Naturally they 
look to what they regard as their own 
Immediate interests. But waste can never 
be to their Interest. Say there Is a pro- 
posal to build a doven new warships. They 
welcome It. because n large pari of the 
money will be spent In wages. They do 
not reflect that If the proposal Is In itself 
extravagant, half those ships are scrapped 
in two or three years, and they will have 
to bear their share of the burden of this 
wasted expenditure. 

"What, then, of the middle classes, who 
suffer so severely by the reckless spending 
of public money? l am bound to say thnt 
I have not yet seen any evidence of an 
earnest attempt on their pan to moder- 
ate reckless expenditure, either In nation- 
al or local government, 

"Take the London county council, n Is 
sometimes charged with attempting too 
much at one time. But outside pressure is 
always urging on expenditure, rather than 
restraining It. . . . The same difficulties 
arise In national as In municipal govern- 
ment In obedience to pressure par- 
liament passes resolutions which, If car- 
ried Into effect, must Inevitably have the 
result of increasing the burden of tax- 
ation. I look forward with apprehension 
to Hie ultimate effect of nil these new de- 
mands. 

"I hesitate to think what would happen 
in case we were plunged Into war. Corn- 
pure our present position with what It 
was when the late government rushed In- 
to the. South African war In 18!)P. Contois, 
Irwom'e tax was Rd. In the pound; permit- [ 
ttng the collection of another eight or nine j 
millions, by raising It to a shilling, It Is 
now a shilling. There never wiis a time 
when we were, In II financial sense, less 
prepared for emergency. . , ,

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GENERAL CONFERENCE 
OF IHE METHODISTS 



Outline For Programme For Con 
vention to be Opened on 
12th Inst. . 



The Methodist (icnernl Conference of 
the Dominion of Canada will convene 
in the city of .Montreal on Sept. 12th. 
This conference meets n.uiu]rlenninlly 
and is the Dominion parliament of i«j 
Methodist church and has legislative 
functions. 

Extensive preparations are lieiiiK 
made in the city of Montreal for en- 
tertaining tiie delegates of whom 304 
are expected, besides a number of min- 
isters' wives anil daughters who have 
intimated their intention of visiting the 
commercial metropolis of the East. 

The hnsis of representation for each 
conference is, one minister and one lay- 
man for every twelve ministerial mem- 
bers within the hounds of an annual 
conference. The British Columbia con- 
ference are sending as their delegate the 
following deputation: 

Ministers — Revs. S. J. Thompson, 
Centennial church, Victoria; \V. J. Sip- 
prell, D. D., principal of Columbian col- 
lege, New Westminster and nlso Uev. 
Dr. 'While, of the same city. Uev. Dr. 
Whittingtou; M. A., superintendent of 
Indian missions, Vancouver; Rev. W. 
E. Pescott, B. A., Wesley church, Van- 
couver; Uev. W. H. lfarraclongh, of 
New Westminster. 

Laymen — Ii. W. Horis, K. C, Van- 
couver; Mayor Hull, of Endorby; W. 
Mnnson, M. P. P., Xauairao; Mr. A. C. 
Wells, Chilliwaok; Mr. T. It. Pearson, 
New Westminster; Mr. C. McHardy, of 
Sand on. 

Most of the ministerial delegates have 
already left for the East. Four years 
ago the general conference appointed a 
committee of eminent men to report 
and hold conferences with the commit- 
tees appointed by the Presbyterian and 
Congregational churches 'to consider and 
report on the desirabily of church union, 
that report will come up in the regular 
order and will naturally be discussed. 
It is, however, very singular that the 
matter of church union was never men- 
tioned in the recent conference held in 
the city of Victoria and no resolution is 
forwarded to general conference by B. 
C. on the subject. 

Neither was a superintendent of Do- 
mestic missions recommended. Heated 
debates were made four years ago and 
the conference was decided but on being 
put to a vote, the majority carried in 
favor of a superintendent. This year 
the subject was never mentioned. There

" BLANKETS " FOR RIVER BED. 

Ingenious Method Adopted for Driving 
the Pennsylvania's Tunnel. 

New York Evening Post. 

Announcement was made ytr to-day 
that in bdnsequence of the frequent 
"blowouts" which have occurred in 
the Pennsylvania railroad's East rlvor 
tunnel, the engineers have decided to 
"blanket" the river bottom by rein- 
forcing- the light silt and mud above 
the tunnel with strips of clny, each 
about fifty feet wide. At the offices 
of the company the only information 
obtainable was that the blanketing- had 
been going on for two years. An en- 
gineer of considerable practical experi- 
ence In tunnel work gave thls descrip- 
tion of the nature and reason of the 
work : 

"As I understand It, the Pennsyl- 
vania people have been laboring un- 
der rather peculiar conditions. The 
ground they have had to tunnel 
through Is not well ballasted, and 
consequently there have been a large 
nciriber of 'blowouts.' Blowouts are 
leaks from the air chamber in the tun- 
nel heading, through the overhead roof 
of clay, sand, gravel, rock, or what- 
ever substance the river bed may be, 
up through the water. When working 
In compressed air, the problem is to 
keep the air at such a pressure that 
it Is just sufficient to balance the water 
In a theoretical tube, run from tho 
air chamber up through the riverbed 
and water to the surface. Naturally 
there would be a (low of water down 
the, lube and the engineers would have 
to maintain an air pressure sufficient 
to press the water back. 

"In working In rock this Is compara- 
tively easy, because rock will not 
'give.' There are merely some crannies 
or rifts through .vhich a little water 
may percolate, and which bnv» to be 
pumped full of air to keep back the 
blow. Working under a roof of clay 
is an entirely different matter, and 
when the clay becomes filmy rlv

When the seeds of orchids are sown, 
especially those of the Cattley'a or the 
Eoelia, It Is found that the germina- 
tion, which Is (tulle Irregular, Is ac- 
companied with the presence nt the 
extremity of the plantule of a cluster 
of filaments due to an endophyte fun- 
gus. Recent experiments of the French 
scientist, M. Noel Bernard, have shown 
that the presence of this fungus Is In- 
cllspensnble to the germination of the 
orchid seed. If the seeds nre asepti- 
cized, they will not germinate; but If 
they are put In a puro culture of the 
fungus, the mycellari filaments of the 
latter penetrate tho embryo; then the 
germination commences, and Is piir- 
suded regularly. This observation 
shows a distinct case of normal pnr- 
asttlm, In which an organlm cannot bo 
developed without the penetration of a 
parasite.

The:-.- f-eenis to lie at! Immense amount 
of money llontlng around, and to say that 
business Is brisk Is describing It In a mild 
way. At present the C. I'. It. and Great 
Northern run Into the city, ami shortly the 
Canadian Northern ami Grand Trunji Pa- 
cific will have linen into the place. In 
fact, it Is staled that it Is the Intention of 
<ho 'G. T. P. and Cpnadlan Northern to 
erect nn Immense union station In the 
city, with a proportionate large yard. At 
the present day there are 110 miles of 
track In the C. P li. yard in the city lim- 
its. This will give you a splendid Idea 
of the railway possibilities In that West- 
ern city. 

"From Winnipeg we went to Edmonton, 
and on the way passed several small vil- 
lages and towns which have lately sprang 
Into existence. These places have no sta- 
tions, and the name of the town or city 
Is marked on a board nearby where the 
train pusses. Edmonton Is another great 
city of the West, and the growth there 
Ik extraordinary. Some years ago this town 
bad a population of about 2,000 souls, while 
today there are some 11,000 people, In- 
habitants of the city. As an Indication of 
the growth of this particular city. I might 
say that there are today In Edmonton 
some seventeen banks. Edmonton Is the 
besi townslte in Ho- whole of the West. 
There is not sufflclenl accommodation for 
the people, and a verj large number are 
obliged to live In tents In the open Ileitis. 
Necdness to say, work Is plentiful and me- 
chanics there receive $5 a day, while ordin- 
ary laborers gel as high as ?3. 

Calgary's Industries 

"•.I'h. -n we came to Calgary. This Is a 
very pretty ,dty, well built and clean. 
There nre Industries in Calgary which are 
not to be found In Edmonton. There V 
one feature of the West that (struck me as 

being very rc rkable, and that Is the | 

water .In Winnipeg, Edmonton and Calgary 
b- very bad The water is not only bad to 
drink, but ll Is useless fir washing pur- 
poses. Tills, of course, can, and will, be 
remedied In time, 

"Between Calgary and Vale there are 
immense tracts of bind used for ranching 
purposes, principally because of the fact 
Hint, they lack sufficient water facilities. 
If Irrigated ll Is no exaggeration to say 
that these lands would lie the finest In 
the world; Some parts have been Irri- 
gated with such success that they have

third crop was the best of the lot. This 
Irrigation question Is a very Important 
one, and is simply a matter of money. 
Three million acres have already heen Ir- 
rigated, and with .such success that It is 
now only a question of whether the fed- 
eral government, local government, or 
private parties should do tlie irrigating. 

Mr. Berceron described his trip from 
Calgary through the different sections of 
the country to Vernon. At the latter place 
Lord Aberdeen owns some 13.000 acres of 
land, which he purchased while in Can- 
ada. For the last three years the man in 
charge has fiold annually some $o0.0no 
worth of fruit, which will give nn Idea 
of the fertility of the soil In that region. 
Vancouver and Victoria 

From Vemou Mr. Bergeron went to Van- 
couver, n city -which now has some 45,000 
inhabitants, and which In time, according 
to hia views, will be one of the largest 
cities ou the continent. 

"From Vancouver we went to Victoria," 
said be, "and this latter city at ouce Im- 
presses you with the beauiy of Its -build- 
ings, and Its extreme cleanliness. The city- 
is very English In It* atmosphere. I 
would like to mention something about 
the Chinatown in tills place," Bald tin.' 
M. P. "Tills part of the city Is a very 
nice place, and the Chinese are a very 
well-to-do, polite, and shrewd people. A 
great ninny of thein are merchants and 
very good "ones. Many of these fellows 
can give their check for SlOO.txjo. I met 
a young Chinaman, Tl years of age, who 
made plans, and Induced the people of 
Canton, China, to build an electric rail- 
way, which his fellow-countrymen accept- 
ed. 

"Afterwards he made a tender to build 
the road, and this was also accepted, ami 
a.s a guarantee for the completion of t li" 
work he sent those Interested aa accented 
cheek for $80,000. While in Victoria I 
learned that the Chinese were circulating 
u petition which had been signed by a 
great many people, Canadians as well as 
Orientals, asking the government nt Ot- 
tawa to allow o.OOO Chinese to come Into 
Canada without -paying a license, tor the 
purpose of doing construction work on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. As soon as the 
work is done and the railway finished, they 
will return home, and as a guarantee of 
good faith they offer to deposit witii the 
government $100,000, which they will (1. ■ 
felt If the contract is uot fulfllod. A 
great number of Chinese nre employed as 
domestics in Victoria, and the people cay 
they do not know what they would do 
without them. 

"Then there Is Ihe city of Vancouver, n 
beautiful place Indeed, with Its .parks and 
unexcelled seaport. This port Id one of 
the finest on the Pacific const, and Is 
large enough to eontaln the entire British 
fleet. Wo saw there the largest sawmill 
In North America. There is no limit to 
the lumber product out there, and this in 
spite of the great and ninny forest fires 
that rage throughout that district and de- 
stroy qtiatlties after quantities of lumber." 

Speaking of Hie fisheries in British Col- 
umbia, Sir, Bergeron stated that many 
complaints were heard of the maladmin- 
istration of this Industry by the govern- 
ment 

"Sufflclenl vigilance is not exercised In 
tills direction," said be, "and the Ameri- 
cans receive the benefit of the fisheries to 
the great detriment of the Canadians, A 
great (many Japanese are employed through- 
out the province in the canneries existing 
there, ami in the city of Vancouver the 
domestics are principally Japs, In contrast 
to Victoria, where they are all Chinese. 

"On my trip going and coming, the 
rush of Immigrants was beyond concep- 
tion, and they are coming In by the thou- 
sands. All the lintels In the district from 
Winnipeg west are crowded with people, 
ami to have any comfort if Is aeeejispi'y 
lo secure your railway and 'hotel accom- 
modation weeks ahead of time. The pen. 
pie are very cosmopolitan, but appear to 
tie of a very fine elnsM. 

"Willi the People we have in this coun- 
try and our vast resources, Canada will 
certainly become one of tlie greatest coun- 
tries in the world."

Egypt Is, above all other countries, 
the excavator's happy hunting-ground. 
In a land where rain and frost are 
practically unknown, the products of 
man's art and industry perish only by 
the hand of man. The monuments of 
the pioneers of civilization some six or 
eight thousand years ngo lie side by 
side with the later productions of the 
twentieth century, one almost as fresh 
as the other. Last winter, while ex- 
cavating at Gebel Sllslla, I came across 
the rude figure of a giraffe hammered 
out of a flint on the surface of a sand- 
stone rock (and therefore going back 
to the Neolithic age), the outlines of 
which had been worn to the color of 
the rock Itself. 

Over it— about 4,000 years ago— an 
eleventh dynasty inscription had been 
cut with a metal tool, the characters of 
which still looked fresh. Four thou- 
sand years bad made hardly liny appre- 
ciable difference In their appearance. 
Booking at the two memorials of the 
vanished centuries one coul.J thus form 
some idea of the enormous antiquity to 
which the primitive drawing must 
reach back. It is only In ISgypt that 
we can fully realize the ajitiqulty of 
civilized man. 

It- Is not, however, only tho Egypt nf 
the Pharoahs whose history, When sci- 
entifically Interpreted, has been pre- 
served in the friendly soil. «hrlstlan 
and Mahommedan Egypt arc tlhcre as 
well, and during the last few years we 
have -learned that if we are to recover 
tho lost literature of the classical 
world, It Is again to the soil of Egypt 
that we must turn. 

Papyrus after papyrus has been dis- 
covered, sometimes In a tomb, some- 
times in the rubbish mounds of an an- | thcr 
oient city, Inscribed with tho writings 
of classical antiquity which scholars 
believed to have perished irretrievably. 
Now If has been the lost speech of an 
Attic orator, now a politlcnl treatise of 
Aristotle, now again the amusing and 
life-like society sketches of a Greek 
| poet, or the works of the rival of Pin- 
' dar. 

Prof. Petrle's discovery that tho car- 
tonnage of certain mummy-cases of the 
Ptolemaic epoch was composed of the 
contents of provincial waste-paper bas- 
kets has been fruitful in results. For 
several years past Drs. Grenfell and 
Bunt have been excavating on tho sites 
of the old Egyptian towns, with tho 
special purpose of disinterring the 
fragments of papyrus rolls with which 
tliev are filled, and thousands of such 
fragments, mostly Greek, and many of 
them belonging to literary works, are 
now In England. Among the fragments 
discovered on the she of OxyrrhlnchUS 
are tho famous Logla or Sayings or 
Christ, around which there has been so 
much learned theological discussion. 

Bast winter a vellum leaf was found 
on tho same site, containing what may 
prove to be a fragment of a lost gospel 
of the latter part of the second century. 
The tradition of the early planting 
of Christianity in tho Greek cities of 
Egypt has been fully confirmed, nnd 
as excavation proceeds there Is no rea- 
son why other fragments of the litera- 
ture of the primitive church may not 
be disinterred, including, It mny be, a 
copy of the Gospel of St, Mark Itself. 



But Egyptian excavation has been 
casting light upon the later bocks of 
tho Old Testament as well as upon tho 
books of the New Testament and the 
literature of the early church. Two 
years ago a series of very complete 
and important Aramaic papyri was dis- 
covered In Assuan, which I am at pres- 
ent engaged In editing. 

They are ail carefully edited, and be- 
longed to a colony of Jews — the grand- 
children or great grand-children of the 
Jews who migrated Into Egypt, with 
Jeremiah — -who lived at Assuan and 
Elephantine In the lime of Xerxes I. 
and his two successors. These Jews 
were already the bankers and money- 
lenders of the place, and held a good 
deal of property there. The papyri 
throws a large amount of light on 
Jewish law and custom, more especial- 
ly In the matter of marriage; they also 
explain the origin of the so-called 
biblical Chaldee— Prof. A. H. Sayce, 
Professor of Assyrlology, Oxford Uni- 
versity.

In this race Blue Eyes also ran and 
took second place to Ruby. In referring 
to Blue Eyes it can also be said that 
she was the winner of the Seattle Derby 
in 1904. On the same day Willie Gregg 
another of the horses that will be over 
won the six furlongs race in 1:13 1-2, 
while in the five furlongs event Finikin 



went to the post a favorite, but wan 
beaten out by a nose. This will go to 
show that the horses that will compete 
in these races are as good as the best. 
Among the owners who are expected to 
be in attendance will be some of the 
best known on the American turf and 
will include Powell, Hie owner and 
rider of Amassa, who is one of the 
best known jockeys that is riding today. 
He is over 40 years of age and has 
many victories to his credit. 

Al Goodin, Hie owner of Happy 
Chappy, Ambitons is regarded as the 
big man of the racing men or the West, 
and has more wins to his credit than 
anv other stable in the business. S. 
Polk, who is known the length and 
breadth of the United States, as the 
"Beau Brummel" of the American turf, 
has a string of live, including Nation, 
Trapshooter, Mantaka, Flourish and 
Bearskin. ,1. Brnunon has Belle Reed. 
Mickey Dillion lias also some entries. 
Mr. Dillion is said to weigh about 700 
pounds, and from his appearance the 
scales tell the truth. 

Another character who has his horses 
entered is Grandpa Lynch. Mr. Lynch 
is recognized as the daddy of the track 
in the States, and has a large family, 
every one of whom is in some way or 
other connected with the races. lie 
is known rvom the Fast to the West, 
but always as "Grandpa." 

With this large number of running 
horses it is safe to say that some very 
fast and evenly contested races will be 
witnessed. Besides these horses it is ex- 
pected that there will be several others 
that are expected to come over, but the 
owners have not yet definitely decided, 
but with an entry list of 30 in the run- 
ning events, it is safe to say that there 
will be something doing every day. It 
is also expected that several up coun- 
try horses will also be down to take 
part In the races and endeavor to show 
their heels to the American races. Oni 
race in particular is that for which tin 
American Brewing company have pre 
sented, a magnificent challenge cup 
which is for horses bred anil raised ir 
British Columbia. This race is ex 
peeled to have many entries as the ell] 
is not only a very handsome one, bill 
a purse also goes to the winner. 

.In referring to his visit (<i Seattle. 
Mr. Jackson said the owners were only 
ton anxious to get back to Victoria and 
will likely bring others with them. There 
were TOO horses on the track at Seati'e 
when the meet closed and as the races 
in California do not commence till 
November, the greater number of the 
races will be kept- at Seattle for some 
time yet in order that they may take 
in the circuit in which Victoria Is a 
part.

Although forty - three % years bad 
elapsed, and the youngster of 25 bad 
become the veteran of G8, be was a 
better walker than he had been 'way 
back In war times. 

During the long walk Mr. "Weston 
was In the midst of a hot May sun a 
greater part of the day, and he i.lred 
out'two strong horses and the two doc- 
tors who rode along to see that he suf- 
fered no ill effects from a test that 
would have tried a young college ath- 
lete, let alone a white haired man. 

Weston ascribes the maintenance of 
his perfect condition to same cause that 
would probably be given by all the suc- 
cessful veterans were they lined up and 
asked to tell why they are still profi- 
cient. 

'The simple life is my athletic 
secret," he says. "I have never known 
the taste of liquor, and have never 
smoked. I eat only one solid meal a 
day, thus savLng the 'stomach from 
overwork. The remainder of the time 
I take liquid food. 

"I really expect to be able to dupli- 
cate my walk to New York ten years 
from now."

From the London Times. 

Sir: — Returning after a prolonged so- 
journ in Russia, during which I have 
had innumerable opportunities of com- 
ing into close touch with public men 
and affairs. 1 find in England -in com- 
mon with the rest of Europe— a Mis- 
conception regarding the Russian situa- 
tion which is truly remarkable. 

In analysing ii one is struck by two 
things: a tendency malgre tout to take 
the government at their own valuation 
ami. by a logical sequence, to disparage 
their opponents. It is very natural to 
look askance at those who adopt to- 
wards their rulers an attitude of irre- 
concilable hostility, ami it is very con- 
venient for the merely superficial ob- 
server to dub all such opponents "re- 
volutionaries" — a term which includes 
reformers and anarchists under one 
sweeping condemnation. It Is _ equally 
natural that a government's fair words 
or promises, even though they be .child- 
ishly inconsequent, should tempt out- 
siders to forget that same government's 
contrary record and to enlist sympathy 
in what are taken to be well meaning 
I,, ntnne for the past. Such, I 
is the very general attitude hel'l 
,,,..iiirl towards Russian affairs — at all 
events till very recently. The Bialystok 
massacre, coupled with the Usuroff re- 
velations, and especially the dissolu- 
tion „f the Duma have presumably, 
modified it. 

But In one very Important direction 
the change is, 1 find, scarcely appre- 
ciable. There is, indeed, another as- 
pect of foreign misconception regard- 
ing Russian affairs which Involves the 
broader and more important question 
of the future and which so long as it 
subsists must prevent the outside ob- 
server from forming a clear opinion on 
the outlook In that country. It seems 
to me from all that I have heard since 
leaving Russia, that the true causes 
which fostered the "revolutionary" 
spirit are still to a great extent unap- 
preciated at their potential value, and 
I venture to think that the information 
1 have been able to obtain will he of 
some Interest. In attempting to throw 
some light on this question I do not 
propose, Sir, to weary your readers 
with a recapitulation of events with 
which they are already acquainted, but 
It Is necessary to rehearse the salient 
points before proceeding to draw con- 
clusions. The war with Japan, which 
Plehve thought would bring victory 
and a new lease of life for his regime, 
left the bureaucracy all unprepared for 
the reforms that popular discontent 
rendered Imperative. What happened 
then since Is but symptomatic of that 
unpreparednesa and of that discontent, 
and, I would add, of the Inability of the 
Crown to realize the gravity of the 
situation. But this deplorable com- 
bination of adverse circumstances, to 
my mind, served only as the prelude 
to the crisis. Had there been any mu- 
tual confidence between ruled and rul- 
ers, the crisis might possibly not have 
reached a stage that now seems hope- 
less. But no such confidence existed, 
either above or below, and this Is one 
of the Initial causes of the Ill-under- 
stood "revolutionary" spirit. Russia, 
smart lug' from years of misrule and 
Irqn-nanded repression, had no confi- 
dence in the desire or capacity of her 
rulers for making amends. The events 
of the past two years have steadily 
deepened her mistrust, Yet this, 
again, in Itself does not suffice to give 
a proper estimate of the situation. The 



history of Russia in the sixties and 
eighties affords examples approximat- 
ing all that has Just been said. The 
Crimean war led to a peas-ant upheav- 
al, and the Turkish war, although a 
victorious one. culminated In a power- 
ful reform movement. The emancipa- j 
Hon of the serfs stilled the one; the 
reaction following upon the assassina- 
tion of Alexander II. disposed of The j 
other. What Is to prevent the existing j 
regime from once more winning the 
day? Unfortunately for such expecta- 
tions, the government are now con- 
fronted by a combination of peasant 
and reform movements, mutually re- 
acting upon and supporting on anoth- 
er. The ex-Duma's Vlborg manifesto 
says: "Citizens you elected us to fight 
for land and freedom" .'/a zemllu i 
vollu), thus aptly typifying the dual 
character of the present situation. The 
peasant movement Is, of course, the 
more important one; if It could bo 
checked, the aask of repressing the 
Reformers would become easy. But 
there are only two ways of quieting 
the peasants: they must have more 
land or they must bo subdued by force. 
The first method has been deliberately 
.sacrificed by the government, first, by 
refusing to expropriate private prop- 
erty, without which ail attempts lo 
still the peasants' land hunger — the 
genuineness of which is not disputed 
even by the government - must remain 
futile, since the lands at tin govern- 
ment's disposal would furu'sh onlj 
about ten out of the 180 million acres 
required; secondly, by dissolving the 
Duma, without whose approval It will 
be Impossible to obtain I lie money lor 
purchasing the lands that private own- 
ers are now only too anxious lo sell. 

At the same time, the dissolution or 
the Duma seriously complicates Ihe 
financial situation. • * • 

But supposing the government suc- 
ceed In some miraculous way lii defer- 
ring the financial crisis, will the out- 
look lie materially altered? II mu»l 
be remembered thai the real issue In 
Russia, the crucial factor In the out- 
look. Is first and foremost Ihe agrarian 
crisis, and If the reasons, already ex- 
plained, which render li Impossible for 
the existing government to apply a 
practical solution are borne In mind; 
It will. I venture to think, lie readily 
seen that the-o Is no prospect of avert- 
ing a general upheaval among the 
peasants as soon as they realize that 
their hopes of getting more land by 
peaceful means have been extinguish- 
ed. • * * The numerous land- 
owners of my acquaintance who visit- 
ed their estates In June all say the 
same thing: "We do not recognize 
our peasants. They have changed 

completely since the elections to the 
Duma." The servile moujlk then blos- 
somed Into a fiery devotee of freedom. 
But he still retained his old-time loy- 
alty. And now that also has been 
rudely shaken by the conviction, which 
has Imposed Itself since the denuncia- 
tion of the Duma's agrarian scheme, 
that the Ministers are not alone to 
blame. * " * 

Will the government be able td cope 
with this situation? I have endeavor- 
ed to show that satisfactory conces- 
sions are no longer at their disposal, 
Forcible measures become the only nl- 
nernatlve, Can the government apply 
them? Can the government count up- 
on the army? The latter question' is 
one that Is more frequently heard out- 
side Russia; to those who have had a 



nearer Insight into the situation It is 
the less important . one. Can the gov- 
ernment apply forcible measures that 
will check the peasant upheaval? The 
answer is very simple and obvious. 
There are over 40,000,000 adult male 
peasants distributed over the length 
and breadth of European Russia. Of 
this number over 37.000. 000 have not 
sufficient land to sustain themselves 
and their families. Some are able to 
rent private hinds, often at exorbitant 
figures; the majority eke out a miser- 
able existence by labor on farms, in 
factories, and in towns. All this vast 
multitude is ripe for revolution if it 
cannot get more land. The govern- 
ment cannot satisfy them; can they 
be kept down by sheer force? Could 
such a herculean task be possible even 
for an army of half a million mercen- 
aries operating over a vast and hostile 
area? And what would be the result 
of attempting it? 1 think It is super- 
fluous to press the point. But there is 
no such force at the orders of the gov- 
ernment. The whole standing army, 
allowing for the troops left. In the Far 
Fast, does not tar exceed— if It attains 
—the figure above given, and over half 
of It is necessary for garrison in the 
cities and border provinces. Can a 
quarter of a million soldiers, not mer- 
cenaries, but peasants, be relied upon 
to subdue 40,000,000, and carry fire and 
sword Into their own villages? • * • 

What, It may be asked, will lie the 
ultimate stand taken by the peasants? 
What will they do after destroying pri- 
vate property and parcelling out the 
land among themselves? Agrarian out- 
rages In the past have been attended 
by excesses (if drink, followed by a 
shamefaced repentance, which has been 
intensified by the arrival of punitive 
columns. Will the Impending upheav- 
al culminate, like the Kronstadt mu- 
tiny, in a wild debauch, and be follow- 
ed by a. natural reaction? Or, as hap- 
pened last year on the borders of 
Kursk and Khnrkof, will It assume the 
form of a quiet elimination of all au- 
thority — a reversion to primitive an- 
archism ? In the former' contingency 
the government may — temporarily, at 
least — reassert Itself and the revolu- 
tionary wave retire to gather fresh 
force and volume; In the latter case 
the government will lie powerless. The 
example of Kursk Is highly significant 
one. The peasants there quietly dis- 
possessed all the local authorities and 
led for several weeks a peaceful, Ar- 
cadian existence, unmarred by exces- 
ses of any kind. Will this lie the ul- 
timate phase of the peasant upheaval? 
The chances are rather in favor of 
such a denouement, If one remembers 
the extraordinary rapidity with which 
the peasant has absorbed political edu- 
cation of late. Hut whichever It be, 
the economic eclipse of the country 
seems Inevitable. 

Allow me, Sir, to add a concluding 
remark. <>no bears It frequently said 
abroad that the "revolutionary" move- 
ment In Russia cannot succeed be- 
cause It has no leaders, no central di- 
recting force. The allegation Is, 1 
think, farfetched, and, what Is more, 
It is no longer relevant. The fact Is, 
the Russian movement does not, at 
present at lenst, necessitate any direct- 
ing force. Its very essence Is Instinct- 
ive, elemental — the grcnt yearning for 
"land and freedom." The Individual 
factor was necessary only at the out- 
set.

Life Insurance And 



The New Legislation 



The 'Spectator', which is perhaps the 
lending insurance paper of New l'ork, 
proposes, or records lite proposal that 
the insurance companies, all of which 
are interested, should appoint a joint 
committee to. suggest amendments to 
what are called the Armstrong laws. 
When these laws were being hurriedly 
passed by the legislature of New York, 
the governor, who Mas urgent about 
them, said they were open to amend- 
ment at another session. They came in- 
to being when the public sentiment 
awakened by the insurance exposures 
was at its heigli[, and represent the in- 
dignation of the peOple more than any 
intelligent knowledge of what would 
serve the best interests of the policy- 
holders. The very circumstances of 

the case excluded fi i the counsels of 

the committee which concocted those 
laws all who were able to speak with 
expert knowledge as to their probable 
effects. Every suggestion by a practi- 
cal insurance man was naturally sup- 
posed to have criminal intent behind 
it. Only the supposed authority whoso 
attitude was one of war against exist- 
ing institutions was to be listened to at 
all. Such being the circumstances under 
which those laws were hurriedly pass- 
ed, there is not unlikely to be some 
truth in the remarks of the paper whii h 
makes the proposal we have quoted. 
The Spectator says: 

The further along the life insurance 
companies get In their efforts lo reduce 
to practice the new requirements of 
the Armstrong laws the greater the In- 
justice of some of the conditions Im- 
posed Is discovered to be. The inequit- 
ies of some ..f these requirements was 
pointed out at the time the Armstrong 
committee was in session, hut the hue 
and cry against Insurance men was 
brushed aside and the recommenda- 
tions of an Ill-advised and prejudiced 
committee were enacted Into laws. The 
bulldozing methods of Senator Arm 
strong, allied by the coercive declara- 
tion by the governor to the legislature 
thai 'whatever the committee says 
must go; succeeded In placing upon 
the statute hooks a series of undigest- 
ed laws that have already worked 
great Injury to one of the most benefi- 
cent, and at the same time, one of the 
strongest financial systems of the pres- 
ent time, and still greater Injury will 
be done them unless measures are 
taken to have the objectionable fea- 
tures of the law wiped out as soon as 
possible, after the meeting of the next 
legislature. One of the statements 
made when the committee's recom- 
mendations were under discussion was 
that the law could be amended at any 
time, and It was worth while to give 
the drastic measures a year's trial. 
The companies have been diligently 
seeking official interpretation of some 
of the somewhat mixed conditions, and 
putting themselves In line to yield 
strict compliance with the laws, how- 
ever detrimental it might be to their 
business. Some of them bear with 
especial severity upon companies uf 
other states, and tit present It looks 
very much as though a number of cor- 
porations would be forced to withdraw 
from New York In order to comply with 
the law of their own states. 

As It Is to be taken for granted that 
amendments to the new laws will be 
in order when the next, legislature as- 
sembles, It would seem to be. the part 
of wisdom for the companies to unite 
upon some plan of procedure, and to 
have the amendments prepared by a 
committee of practical men whose 
knowledge of the business will enable 
them to forecast the effect of their 
work when subjected to actual opera- 



tion! No such knowledge wns possess- 
ed by the Armstrong committee or its 
advisers'; and the legislative body that 
will be called upon for final action is 
lamentably Ignorant of Insurance mat- 
ters, which makes It essential that 
thoroughly practical men should be 
placed In charge of the work of re- 
vising and amending the laws as they 
stand. All companies are Interested 
in securing proper amendments, as all 
are affected to some extent, and the 
suggestion Is made that a committee 
be chosen by the companies to take up 
the new laws In detail, consult with 
company officials regarding them, and 
to recommend such modifications or 
amendments as will be satisfactory to 
the companies and the public. As the 
matter stands now. a great injustice Is 
being done the. companies, and the 
public is threatened with the with- 
drawal of some of the facilities It has 
heretofore possessed for obtaining in- 
surance upon their lives. It certainly 
is not the policy of the state to discour- 
age persons from making the best and 
most substantial provision for their 
families, and to prevent want and suf- 
fering. Life insurance should be en- 
couraged by statute. Instead of being 
a subject for every legislator to buffet 
and burden as his fancy dictates." 

THE MOTOR- EYE.

Is adapting Itself 
to them many unforeseen circumstances 
must occur.

Anil when It Is the name 
of a new malady, then this talent rises 
to positive genius, with the result that 
the nation's vocabularly increases by 
leaps and bounds.

'when the younger brother suddenly 
Stepped out from some bushes by the 
roadside and. In a solemn tone, asked 
the girl to reconsider her decision.

Plata drew a knife and plunegd It Into 
the girl, who fell dead. A terrible 
struggle took place hot ween the two 
brothers, ending In the defeat of the 
unhappy fiance, who was wounded.

The moral problem attracts very few to 
go and stay hi surroundings where life to 
t lie majority of persons would be Intoler- 
able. The ' explorer asks, "Can we get 
there and return In safety? To live there 
we would nut wish. To see and know will 
suffice." Bishop Bompns, like u few oth- 
ers, went to stay then- aim to carry the 
(iosnel to Indian tribes Inhabiting regions 
lonely and dreary. 

Volumes nf daring nod heroism have 
been written on intrepid explorers and 
venturers Into Isy regions around and with- 
in the Arctic circle. I have read these 
hooks, ami have met and traveled with 
some of the heroes during my residence 
of n'bout a quarter or a century In the 
bind of ice und snow. 

I desire in record a few Incidents which 
form part of Unit unique life of « lirnve 
missionary, Hr. Itoinpns. To know him 
was a privilege; to understand him wns to 
love and admire him and the Christian 
character which shone out In nil his ac- 
tions; to follow or copy blni was not easy. 

A truer or braver missionary never lived 
Shortly aflur Ills acceptance by tile eoni- 
inittee at Salisbury square, lie called ami 
asked timidly the distance to his mission; 
the reply was, "We think it is over 8,000 

miles. riien, how long will it take to 

gel there";" Well, von moy or may not get 
there this year." ■instead of startling or 
alarming hi in, the missionary aspirant 
caught mi al once, saying, "I see I must 
slnn with a 'small hag.' " Within a fort- 
night .ill ceremonies and farewells were 
nvi'i'. ami he was up the way. After 
iiboul eight months' continuous and weari- 
some travel with that "small bag," he ar- 
rived at Fort .Simps. in on Christmas May, 
lusi in time to preach to Indians and oth- 
ers from the words: "Heboid, 1 bring you 
good tidings of great Joy." That Initial 
journey wns lyplenl of his after career; 
Indifference to comfort, fearlessness of 
d anger, perfect readiness to endure any 
hardships- and few men, if any. In mod- 
ern times, have endured more— character- 
I7.ed his life as a missionary, 

Follow him In his wmk. All Iron cup, 
plate and knife, with one or two kettles 
form Ilk) culinary equipment. A hole In the 
snow, n corner of a boat, wigwam or log 
but, provided space, six feet by two, for 
sleeping accommodation. Imagine lilm 
sented on n box In a twelve-foot room, 
without furniture, and there cooking, 
teaching, .studying, early ami late, always 
al work, never seen at ease, never known 
to take n holiday. 

He had suffered much from snowshoo- 
slekno-s and snow-blindness, iiih'lsterlug to 
others, but not ministered to, and one 
asked him why he endured such miseries. 
"Oh," lie replied, "they are delights; the 
first footprint oil the earth made by our 
risen Savior was the nail mark Of suffer- 
ing, and for the spread of Ills Gospel I, 
too, am prepared to suffer.." Indeed, his 
whole career was one of physical suffering 
111 different ways, and mental pain, too, 
at times, for It grieved him to be the 
cause of others doing likewise In the neces- 
sary prosecution of missionary work. 

After a few years of wandering about 
among Indians and Eskimo he was Invited 
I home to be consecrated bishop of a diocese 
comprising an area nf about one million 
square mile*. 

In order to be consecrated he left the 
Mackenzie river hurriedly and traveled 
by boat, canoe, dog train, horse wagon 
and ox cart. Arriving In Winnipeg, he 
went straight lo the house of (lie bishop 
of Rupert's band, and the servant mis- 
taking lilm for n tramp, told him to go 
round to the back door. The n roll bishop 
I came to Interview lilm nfter keeping lilm 
waiting some time, Imagine his surprise 
nnd the hearty laugh with which he wel- 
comed Ids friend the missionary from the 
North, whom he recognized beneath dark 
skin and tattered and worn garments. 

Ills; stay In England for his .consecra- 
tion was very short. He had grave ob- 
jections to rich food, and be quite per- 
plexed his friends .tow to provide him 
with a bed to his taste. His discontent 
with Wise was genuine, nnd the expre.'.- 
jilon, "1 cannot endure the conveniences 



and comforts of civilization," wns per- 
fectly real, for lie declared he would never 
return to them. He never did. 

Ififl love, for, and constant thought of, 
our Lord .Tesus Christ led lilm to lialdtunl 
Self-denial. He would choose the sniokv 
side of camp, the draughty side of the 
log hut, the least coveted place near the 
camp tire, the lenst convenient place In 
the boat, the hardest mission station, and 
always the most northerly and least ac- 
cessible diocese of the three la Turn cro.it- 
ed by him. 

In dealing with natives he showed the 
most intention to the poorest, the greatest, 
patience with the dullest, the deepest love 
for the worst, and to missionaries The most 
sympathy to the lenst efficient. His meth- 
ods were absolutely unworldly. In times 
of semi-starvation he would share his pro- 
visions to the full with the natives, nad 
often grew thin, weak, und gaunt In con- 
sequence. Iiurlnz these periods he would 
visit them on snowshoos, and walk over 
land knee deep In water, or nakle deep In 
•mud. to comfort and instruct them. He 
expected his missionaries to do the same, 
consequently ive had some narrow escapes 
from starvation, yet always some special 
providence or remarkable deliverance oc- 
curred. Sometimes a flsh of unheard-of 
dimensions was caught In n most unllke'y 
place; or nn animal approached us and was 
killed by quite unusual means. Missionary 
lire Iii the North is full of Incidents bor- 
dering on miracle. 

The example hp so' was beautiful. If 
a person endeavored to damage his re- 
putation, tried to take advantage of lilm, 
or spoke evil of lilm, lie would he sure to 
do him a kindness, as well as Spiritual 
good, nnd In such n Manner ns to over- 
come bis enemy and disarm opposition. He 
would lend or give such a one anything, 
even to his last meal. 

Bishop Bonipas believed In putting Into 
practice the net mil teaching of .Tesus, whom 
he loved dearly, followed closelv. nnd serv- 
ed faithfully. Perpetual acts "of kindness 
characterized bis life, fine severe whiter 
our scanty supplies would not support two 
Markers at Kort Simpson, so lie elected to 
spend It at an outpost. After visiting us 
lie would write and thank us, adding tlnit 
our great kindness had shortened his stay 
as he preferred showing kindness to re- 
ceiving It from others. 

Oh that God may raise up similar men 
Imbued with missionary devotion and filled 
with the Holy Spirit to enable them to live 
for souls and labor to win thrm for Jesus, 
as did good Bishop ISompns.

Danville, tll„ carpenters have secured 
•10 cents an hour and' an eight-hour 
day. 

The Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers have formed a new union in 
Vancouver and Hamilton, Ont. 

At the last meeting of Janitors' 
Union. San F'rancisco, a resolution was 
adopted against any further influx Into 
the United States of Japanese and 
Koreans. 

The strike of Hebrew bakers at To- 
ronto, has been settled, the six bosses 
granting the demands of the men re- 
specting wages and hours of work. 

Until recently it was supposed that 
the United Mlneworkers of America 
was the strongest labor union in the 
WOrid. By recent statistics the Ger- 
man Metal Workers' Union Is on top. 

Contrary to the general impression, 
the German laborers do not spend 
much mopey for drink. The older men 
can not afford it, and (hey se\ a good 
example for the younger ones. 

Winnipeg has a German-American 
Typographical Union, affiliated with 
the International Typographical Union 
and using the eight-hour label. It is 
perhaps the only German printers' 
union In Canada. 

Seven hundred and fifty- five new 
members were initiated into the Order 
of Railroad Telegraphers during the 
month of July. 

A recent session ofl the New Zealand 
conference of trades and labor councils 
resolved that the poll tax on China- 
men should be increased to $5,000 a 
head. 

The Boot and Shoe Workers' Inter- 
national Union at its recent convention 
in Milwaukee selected Toronto as the 
meeting place for next year. 

The labor unionists of Pittsburg are 
going to erect a labor temple to C03t 
$100,000. Bach union subscribing for 
the stock will be entitled to one direct- 
or on the board. 

The local union of Street Railway 
Employees, and the Laborers' Union 
have reported in favor of forming a 
Canadian Labor Party. 

It is now announced that the meeting 
to hp, addressed by ,1. Ramsay Macdonald, 
addressed by J. Ramsav Macdonald. 
M. P.. will be held os Thursday, 13th 
inst. He leaves for the Antipodes the 
uo\-r day. Mr. Macdonald was 
in Winnipeg on Labor Day, when a 
great reception was given him. 

The United Garment Workers of 
America met in Toronto last month, 
and the principal matter discussed was 
an increase in the monthly d.ues and 
per capita tax. to enable them to place 



orgnnizers in the field and further the 
work of the organization. 

The union lithographers are making 
good progress in their light in •New- 
York city, according to the report of 
William F. Long, president of the 
Lithographers' Association. Mr. Long 
states that there are now forty-five 
firms in that city out of eighty-one 
which have signed the forty-eight-hour 
week scalo. 

At the last regular meeting of the 
Marine Cooks and Stewards' Associa- 
tion of the Pacific, at San Francisco, 
Secretary Steidle reported that the 
strike situation was Improving. The 
Seattle agent stated thai shipping was 
good. The San Jedro agent wrote that 
shipping was fair. 

In order to reduce overtime in print- 
ing establishments, the South Wales 
branches have resolved to ask the em- 
ployers to agree to the proposal that 
after six hours overtime in any one 
week time and a half shall be paid 
for hours beyond, nnd double time for 
Sundays and all recognized holidays. 

Carpenters' Union, San Francisco 
celebrated recently, Its passing the 
2,200 membership mark. The member- 
ship actually numbers 2.400. It was 
the largest and most enjoyable gather- 
ing ever given by Xo. 22. 

A movement Is under way for the 
holding of a Union Exposition under 
the nuspices of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, nnd It will probably 
take place at Minneapolis during the 
general corr.ventlon of the American 
Federation of Labor In that city. 

The Boston News Buys, a protective 
union affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, 'voted to send one of 
Its members to Harvard university In 
the fall. The union some time ago 
started a scholarship fund, hoping to 
'raise $5,000. The fund now amounts 
to $2,500, which yields an Income of 
$100. 

The position of superintendent of lin- 
otypes in the United States government 
printing office has been given to Chas. 
S. Gunn by Public Printer Stlllings. 
The position is a new one, carrying n 
salary of $2,000 a year and takes the 
machines from under the care of the 
foremen of divisions and places them 
under the supervision of a linotype' ma- 
chinist. 

Organizer Trotter, of the Trades 
Congress of Canada, ir, doing good 
work in the Northwest provinces, and 
will shortly proceed to British Colum- 
bia. At Moose Jaw he succeeded In 
organizing the plumbers. Other organ- 
izations are also doing good work. 
Winnipeg Organizers Smith organized 
the bricklayers. Reeves the carpenters 
and Goodwin the painters, all at Moose 
Jaw. 

Hon. R. Lemieux, minister of labor, 
has decided to send Mackenzie King, 
deputy minister of labor, to England 
to represent to the British authorities, 
on behalf of the government of Canada, 
the desirability . of having enacted at 
the next session of the British parlia- 
ment, legislation to prevent false rep- 
lensentatlons being made to induce j 
Immigration to Canada. Canada wants j 
a stop put to such agencies as Leopold j 
In London, Graeme Hunter In Glasgow 
■and others who It was alleged, were 
sending persons to Canada In ways 
prejudicial to the working classes of 
this country. 

The two journeymen barbers' unions 
of Washington, D. C, have adopted n 
new wage scale which took effect 
September 1. According to the price 
list an ordinary shave, which consists 
of nothing more than a shave and a 
hair comb, will be it cents. "When a 
Turkish towel or two Is applied, 5 cents 
additional will be charged. Mustache 
trimming and shaving the back of the 
neck will each be 5 cents. The new- 
price list will be posted in a conspicu- 
ous place in each shop. 

Acting on permission received from 



the International Union, the moulders 
employed at Kerr & Coombs' machin- 
ery and pattern foundry, Hamilton, 
went on strike last week. About thirty 
men quit because the company has re- 
fused to grant an Increase from $2.05 
to $2.75 a day. The moulders In the G. 
T. R. shops also received permission 
to strike, but at the request of the 
foreman of the shop, they remained two 
days longer to finish up some Import- 
ant work. They will go out as soon as 
this work Is done, unless the company 
grants the Increase. 

Though the attendance at the Do- 
minion Trades and Labor Congress, 
that opens In this city on September 
17th, will not be as large as that of 
previous meetings in the Bast, a num- 
ber of representative men will be pres- 
ent. It is Interesting to note the many 
prominent figures in the labor world 
who will be among the delegates. In 
addition to T. A. Rickert, president of 
the United Garment Workers of Am- 
erica, who will represent the American 
Federation of Labor; Charles Lnvoie, 
second vice-president of the Tobacco 
Workers' International Union. will 
probably attend as a representative 
from WiYnitpeg. Two more local unions 
have selected their delegates. They 
are Wm. McKay, of the Laborers' Pro- 
tective Union, and Geo. F. Watson, of 
the Journeymen Stonecutters of Amer- 
ica. Among those who will come from 
Eastern centres are: From Montreal, 
Alphonso Verville, M. P., president of 
the congress, and Mr. Tardiff; from 
Ottawa, P. M. Draper, secretary; from 
Toronto, James Simpson (vice-presi- 
dent), Robert Hungerford. W. V. Todd, 
C. H. Champion and G. Shlpmnn; from 
Hamilton. W. Rolo, Samuel L. Lan- 
ders, E. W. Odell, Hugh Robinson and 
John A. Flett. The 'latter Is a former 
president of the congress. 

At a special meeting of the Trades 
and Labor Council President Gray, of 
the Street Rallwaymen's Union, occu- 
pied the chair. The Canndian labor 
party was formally launched, by the 
passage of the following resolution: 
That steps be taken for the formation 
of a Canadian Labor party, with a 
combined national, provincial and mu- 
nicipal platform, to which all joining 
members and all candidates shall be 
firmly pledged. So far the principles 
adopted consist of: 

Adult suffrage (national, provincial 
and municipal. 

Old age pensions (national.) 

Conciliation and arbitration acts 
(national and provincial.) 

Continuance of the present Chinese 
head tax and the ndoption of a strict 
educational test on the lines of the 
Natal Act to apply to all Asiatics and 
to all aliens (national and provincial.") 

Public ownership of railways, tele- 
graphs, telephones, waterworks and 
lighting (national, provincial and mu- 
nicipal.) 

Government fire and life assurance 
(national.) 

Factories acts, limiting the hours or 
labor, ensuring sanitary conditions and 
securing a weekly half-holiday, and 
specially protecting women, young per- 
sons and children (national and pro- 
vincial.) 

Government labor bureaus (national.) 

The Hindu "Invasion" is creating 
quite a hubbub in Vancouver, but it 
seems unllkly that it will ever assume 
any great magnitude. Nevertheless 
steps ought to be taken to check it, 
for, with all his good qualities, the 
Hindu can never become a desirable 
immigrant. What can be done In the 
premises is not very clear. The Hin- 
dus are our fellow British subjects, and 
as such have the right of entry into 
all parts of the Empire unless express- 
ly forbidden by law. The only Cana- 
dian legislative body which has power 
to enact the necessary legislation is 
the Dominion parliament, although the 
Imperial government could take steps 
to prevent the departure of Hindus for 
Canada. 

Secretaries of labor unions will con- 
fer a favor upon the labor editor if 
they will forward any items of general 
Interest occurring In their unions to 
The Colonist. 




"If you are going to hunt for gold, 
don't fail to get Inoculated for the 
'mother lode fever,'" says a man who 
lias been digging for precious metals 
foi- forty odd years. "In my time, in 
California, in South Africa and In the 
Klondike I have seen many experi- 
enced miners fall HI "f that disease. 

"You get out among a big gang of 
men where everybody is struggling to 
Unearth treasures and you gel in that 
frenzy that makes you work with 
superhuman strength and endurance. 
Hut If you have heard or read some- 
where that those deposits of precious 
metals in the streams and all others 
that are located slml'iarly have been 
washed down from up then; In the 
hills, that story will echo In jour ears 
while you work, and at night It would 
be the subject of your dreams. Then 
you'd have the 'mother lode fever.' 

"That Is, you'd have It unless you 
were an uncommonly well educated 
miner or one endowed with a rare 
quantity o2 good sense, or one of those 
lazy beggars that think It's true that 
everything comes to him who'll wait. 

"In many ways the theory of the 
mother lode seems plausible. Even the 
scientists haven't decided for sure that 
there's nothing in it. It is suggested 
that the gold discovered In the streams, 
as so much of it was In California and 
tiie Klondike, conies from the moun- 
tains and was lodged there by convul- 
ajans of nature In bygone days. The 
theory of the mother lode is that In 
those convulsions great quantities of 
gold were deposited In the mountain 
ranges, and that what the aveuage 
miner finds Is that pari that has been 
washed down by the water. Sounds 
plausible enough, doesn't It? 

"One who has set his mind on reach- 
ing the great fountain head of the 
stream of gold Is thoroughly convinced 
that somewhere hack In the mountains, 
where the mining explorations have 
not yet been made, lies the Great De- 
posit. To be sure, he might pick and 
wash here In the stream and gather 
together enough to give hlin a fair 



competence for life; but why potter 
about with the small things when 
there, just above, lies wealth that 
would make of him a modern Midas'.'. 

"Ever hear of Lem Holllster? I first 
met Lem in California, and found him 
hot on the trail of the mother lode — so 
he thought. Placer mining was not 
very profitable then — It has been 
played out. I didn't know much 
about the mother lode theory then; 
nobody did, I guess, for It was some- 
thing new. Lem had picked up the 
theory somewhere, and he was sure it 
would pay him In the end. 

"He was n secretive cuss, Lem was. 
He'd work at placer mining for quite a 
spell, never saying anything to us. but 
always seeming to lie thinking a lot. 
When he'd gathered up a little pile 
he'd sell out his mine, whether he'd 
worked it out or not, and away he'd 
go up In the mountains, alone. lie 
seemed to think he could discover the 
mother lode without assistance; he 
didn't want to have to divvy witli any- 
one. Of course, he never found It. 
When his stake had gone he'd come 
back and dig in again to make an- 
other. 

"Next time I saw Lem was at Nome. 
I was one of the lirst ones to go there 
from the States, but Lem was there 
ahead of me. We slaked claims In 
the same locality and Lem worked 
faithfully and did well. 

" ' You'll soon have enough laid by 
to make you Independent,' I said to him 
one day. 

"'Yes, I'm doing fairly well, consid- 
ering,' " he said. 

"'You don't think you'll find the 
centre lode up there, do you?' I asked. 

'"Not If I keep dlggln' away here,' 
he replied, somewhat sourly, I thought. 
I wondered then If he still clung to his 
crazy idea, but he didn't say any more. 
A few days later he disappeared. I felt 
pretty certain as to where he'd gone. 
I'd hoard others talking of finding the 
mother lode in the Klondike. 

"One day several months later I met 
Holllster In Dawson. His first expe- 
dition hud failed; he had returned, 



made another stake and was g/>ing out 
again. His recent experiences had 
told on him; he didn't look fit for 
another journey Into those unknown 
regions. 

"'Lem.' 1 told him, 'don't you be a 
fool now. You're getting on fairly 
well here, and you ought to be satis- 
fied.' 

"'Fairly well!' he sneered. 

"'Better than lots of the boys.' I 
argued. 'What you've got doesn't look 
big here, but down In the States It will. 
You won't have to work any more if 
you live to be. 150 if you keep on at 
placer and hang onto your findings.' 

"' It's too slow and too hard,' he re- 
plied. 'I might as well he working on 
(he section. I've looked into this 
mother lode matter carefully, and my 
other searches have taught me a lot. 
I'd in' a fool to give up now. Why, 
I'm on the point of finding It. That's 
straight.' 

"I might as well have argued with 
the wind. He never came back. 

"I got pretty much Interested In the 
mother lode theory myself, but i never 
got the Idea Into my head that (could 
find It. Not I. I'd seen too many of 
its victims." 



YEAR'S .WORK 

At the Post Office — Some Amazing 
Figures in P. M. G.'s Roport. 

Far and away the most Interesting of 
till the Imperial blue books is the post- 
master-general's report. it juggles 
with millions as an ordinary man 
Juggles with pebbles, and It is par- 
ticularly welcome, coining as It does 
during the "silly season." 

In a few preliminary remarks Sydney 
Buxton desires to point out that Im- 
perial penny postage has now been 
extended, so far as outward letters nre 
concerned, to the whole of the empire, 
with the exception, of one or two small 
islands, and also to Egypt and the 
Soudan. 

And then the report, which deals 
with the year ended March 31, 1906 
plunges Into its labyrinth of facts and 
figures. 

Huge Figures 
There used to he an old joke thnt 
truth wus stranger than fiction, and 
that LouJIs de Rougemonl was stranger 
than Uoth. But the post oillco report 
is stranger than all three! For In- 
stance: 

It is estimated that the number of 
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postal packets delivered In the United 
Kingdom during the year 1905-6 was 
the plsasant total of ...4,686,200,000, of 
which 2,707,200,000 were letters. The 
whole total gives an average cf 108.2 
packets to each person for the year. 

The Increase In the number of let- 
ters Is substantial, being an advance 
of 1 per cent, on the Increase of last 
year. It Is also interesting to note 
that the letters delivered in London 
show an Increase of 3.6 per cent., In- 
stead of an Increase, as In the past 
two years. Strangely enough — the 
strangeness is surely obvious — the in- 
crease In the number of postcards Is 
much smaller than In recent years. 
Can there be a limit, after all, to the 
sale of picture postcards? 

The number of letters registered In 
thei United Kingdom was 18,634,335, an 
increase of .7 per cent., find, as indi- 
cating (tie hustling tendencies of the 
age, the number of express services 
was 1,578,746, as compared with 1,403,- 
053 last year. 

Cash Awaiting Owners 

Then conies a rather negative sort 
of chapter in the report. In this chap- 
ter it Is stated that the number of 
undelivered packets handled during the 
year was 27,099,174, an increase of 
530,434, or 2 per cent. The number of 
registered letters and other letters con- 
taining property with insufficient ad- 
dresses was 320,041. These letters, so 
states the P. M. G. soberly, contained 
.€ 16.887 In cash and bank notes and 
£ 656.846 in bills, checks, money orders, 
postal orders and stamps. 

The number of letters with valuable 
contents posted with no address at all 
was 4509, the contents Including £200 
In cash. One unaddressed letter con- 
tained checks to the value of £ 25,500! 
This sort of thing ought to start a silly 
season correspondence on the line of 
"Are We Becoming Less Careful?" 

Altogether the number of Insuffi- 
ciently addressed letters with valuable 
contents shows an increase of 4000 on 
the previous year, and, adds the P. M. 
G., "the value of the property thus en- 
trusted to the mercy of the post office 
by a careless public has increased by- 
no less than £33,000." There lias also 
been a slight Increase in the number 
of articles found loose in the post, 
which Included £ 1380 in cash. 

Million* of Postal Orders 

The number of postal orders issued 
during the year was 97,271,000, repre- 
senting an amount of £ 38,770,000, an 
Increase of 6.6 per cent, in number and 
5.7 per cent, in amount. The produce 
of the commission on the orders Issued 
was £ 428.862, and the value of the 
postage stamps affixed was £ 215,000. 
The postmaster-general lncidentally 
adds that during the 25 years since the 
Introduction of postal orders the sale 
has Increased from 4,500,000 to nearly 
100,000,000 per annum. 

Post Office Savings Banks 

During the year ended December 31, 



1905, thore were 16,320,204 deposits In 
the Post Office Savings Bank, with a 
total of £42,300,617, agalnnt 7,155,283 
Withdrawals, with a totu". of £ 42,096,- 
037. The total amount of the deposits 
shows an increase of nearly £1,700,000. 
The not Increaso of accounts opened 
over accounts closed was 289,332. The 
number of depositors In the United 
Kingdom was 9,963,049, with a total 
amount to their numes of £ 152,111,140, 
which leaves an average amount of 
£ 1G to each person. 

A Yoar'8 Telegraphy 
During the year ended March 31. 

1906, 89,478,000 telegrams passed over 
the post office wlreB — an increase of 
.57 per cent. The decrease In press 
telegrams Is striking — presumably 
owing to the termination of the Jap- 
anese war. But In January, owing to 
the general election, the excess over 
the number in January, 1905, was no 
less than 133,500, The press tele- 
graphy at the time of the election was 
enormous, the amount dealt with at 
the Central telegraph office on the 
nights of January 15 and 16 having 
only been exceeded on three occasions. 
Although the number of telegrams has 
Increased, there is a decrease of 
£ 30,061 In the receipts. 

During the year the post office has 
dealt with 558 outward Marconi tele- 
grams and 11,094 inward messages. 
Telephony 

The number of conversations over 
the trunk telephone lines was 17,974.- 
000, an increase of 16.2 per cent. The 
gross revenue derived from the trunk 
service was £ 449,004. as compared 
with £ 881,967 in 1901-5. The number 
of telephones In connection with the 
post office London telephone system 
Increased during the year from 24,351 
to 32,879. 

The number of persons on the estab- 
lishment of the post office at the close 
of the year under review was 86,078, 
of whom 12,055 were women. In addi- 
tion there were 109,354 persons filling 
unestabllshed situations, of whom 
29,026 were women. The number of 
persons dismissed during the year was 
831. Dishonesty accounts for 26 per 
cent, and Intemperance for 24 per cent, 
of the dismissals. The number of 
women who retired "on marriage" in 
1905 was 243, with an average of 28, 
and an average service of nine years. 
Finance 

The final chapter deals with the 
finances of the post office. The postal 
revenue of the. year was £ 17,064.023, 
an increase of £789,045 on the previ- 
ous year. The net profit was £5.268.- 
914, or £ 440.215 more than last year. 
But the net deficit on telegraphs was 
£754.707, which, however, was £164,- 
729 less than last year; and alto- 
gether, lnoludlng the interest on the 
capital expended on the purchase of 
telegraphs, the net profit approxi- 
mately from the postal and telegraph 
services was £4,235,724, or £604,947 
more than last year. 



Pastimes of Wild Animals 

Toboganning a Popular Sport With Otters. 



We find more than one wild animtil 
which practises and 'enjoys a sliding 
play. Otters go in for regular toboggan- 
ning. First choosing a steep, sloping 
river bank where the soil is of clay and 
the water at the bottom fairly .deep, 
they set to work nnd carefully remove 
nil "the sticks nnd loose slones which 
might get in their way, and then the 
fun begins. Climbing up the bnnk at 
some spot where it is not too steep, 
the first otter goes to the hend of the 
slide, lies down lint on his stomach, 
gives n kick with his hind legs, and 
down he slides, hend foremost, into the 
wnter. The second follows his leader's 
example, nnd then the third ns rapidly 
ns they can. The hank soon becomes 
smooth nnd slippery, nnd the fnster 
rhey trnvel the more the otters enjoy it. 
They keep on ami on until quite tired 
out." and will come bnck to the snme 
spot dny after day to renew their panic 
So common is this practice on the part 
of otters than the relentless trapper 
long ago enme to know it well and sets 
his traps just where the poor little 
beasts leave the wnter to climb afresh 
for another slide, and hardly ever fails 
to secure the leader, generally the old 
dog otter. 

With otters this tobogganing is not 
merely a summer pastime. In Winter 
they have the same amusement, the 
only difference being that they choose 
a snow bank instead or. n mud one. 

Brehm, the- German naturalist, has 
recorded an exactly similar game 
plaved by chamois in the Alps. In 
summer chamois climb to the upper 
heights, and there, in the midst of the 
solitudes of perpetual snow, enjoy 
themselves vastly, leaping from rock 
to rock, and often playing a game very- 
like "follow my leader." But the most 
curious r».Tt of their fun Is their tobog- 
ganing. They choose a steep, snow- 
covered slope; the lender throws him- 
self into a sort of crouching position, 
and, working his legs as though lie 
were swimming, slide* down to a tlis- 
tnuc-e of a hundred ynrds or more. Ar- 
rived at the bottom, he springs to his 
feel and climbs up again. The others 
look on, and ilieti another of them 
mnkes a trial of the slide. The rest fol- 
low one by one. 

It ma >' be objected thai chamois 
have adopled this method of traveling 
down a snow slope simply because 
convenient, bill surely the fact Hint 
the animals have been watched to 
moke the experiment several times 
over ou the same slide is certain proor 
that, the tobogganing is penuine play 
and nothing else. 

There are many instances on record 
of dogs having taken to coasting 
down snow slopes. But the dog is n 
domestic animal, ami a marvelously 
imitative one; so for the purpose of 
proving animal play lie must m tins 
case be put out of court. 

Humboldt spenks of having seen, a 
tame Capuchin monkey riding n pig. 
The monkey would wait about in the 
morning till he could catch n pig, 
spring upon ils hack nnd fide off with 
every symptom of delight, clinging so 
tightly thnt poor piggy, do what he 
might, could not free himself of his en- 
cumbrance. Once he lind seeund n 
mount nothing would induce Master 
Capuchin to give it up. ISven when flic 
pig was feeding the monkey kept Ins 
scat. 

The .lemur is not n monkey, but a 
very near relative. A white fronted | 
lemur belonging to Broderip, the na- 
turalist, used to have i rcinemlotis j 
games with n tntuc bcrivcr named Biu- 
ny. Mackay, as the lemur, was called,! 
would play "tag" wiih Binhy, touch- 
ing his great lint fail with one finger | 
and dancing round and round the heavy 
amiable beast, while the henvrr with 
elephantine playfulness would charge 
Macky with all big might, but, of 



course, never coming near the .wiry 
sprite.

The discovery at Kingstead of the 
skeleton of a woman, supposed to have 
been murdered, recalls a famous North- 
amptonshire murder trial. ami the 
alarming sequel which caused the dis- 
continuance of the old-time custom o! 
mock trials by jury in country districts. 

On July 22, 1S")0, a young woman 
named Lydia Attley. mysteriously dis- 
ap pen red from Kingstead. Singularly, 
she was last seen about KM) yards from 
the spot on the Denford Road, where 
her supposed skeleton has been found, 
talking lo a voting man named Wek- 
ley Ball. Nearly fourteen years pass- 
ed, ii nil then on some human bones 
being dug up a I Ringstend, Weekly 
Ball, on whom suspicion had always 
been cast, was arrested at Kuinsoy, in 
Huntingdonshire, whither he had tied 
from the local gossips, ou a charge of 
murdering ihe woman. This was in 
February. I.Sii-f, and he was taken be- 
fore the magistrates al Thrapston, and 
committed to ihe spring assizes at 
Northampton, pleading his innocence. 
He was tried before Judge Cockburn 
(afterward lord chief justice », and 
acquitted, returning to Itainsey, where 
he died sonic fifteen years ago. highly 
respected. 

The finding of the skeleton of the 
woman now has revived the old story, 
and an elderly Inhabitant says: "The 
incident recalls to my mind lafter 
forty-two jearsl the great excitement 
which was created, not only in Ring- 
stead, hut throughout the country, 
when Weekley Hall was arrested in 
18(54,

Sir Jumci Barr'a Lecture on Blood Circulation. 



The address of the afternoon meeting 
of t lie British .Medical association yes- 
terday was delivered In Convocation 
hull by Sir James Hair, Al. D., V. It. C. 
I 1 ., senior physician to tlie Liverpool 
Royal lnlirmnry, who look ns his sub- 
ject the circulation of tlie blood, viewed 
from the periphery, saying that as writ- 
ers invariably traced the circulation 
from the centre to the periphery, a fresh 
view might lie obtained by turning in an 
opposite direction says the Toronto -Mail 
and Empire. He said there were num- 
erous treatises in diseases of the heart 
and aorta, but until recent years care- 
ful study of tlie peripheral circulation 
had been largely left to physiologists and 
pathologists. In this connection lie said: 

"To physiology medicine owes much, 
and all great advances are being prose- 
cuted along physiological lines. If there 
lias been any apparent divorce between 
the scientific basis and the practical ap- 
plication of our art. it is not due lo any 
loo rapid advance of physiology, but to 
physicians being loo slow to fructify the 
tield which has been tilled by physiolo- 
gists. I have previously asserted thai 
diseases id' Ihe heart most frequently 
arise from causes acting on the periphery 
and hence there is here no room for 
specialism. The man who only studies 
the circulation with the aid of a stetho- 
scope is a positive danger to society. 
I can therefore, with an easy conscience 
anil a sense of milch satisfaction, de- 
vole some at tent ion to that periphery." 

Causes of Cold Feet. 

He then went on to discuss at length 
Ihe role played in ihe animal economy 
by ihe capillaries, through which ihe in- 
terchange of nutritive pabulum and 
gases lakes place between ihe blood 
ami tissues, a subject which lie said 
had received very inadequate attention 
from clinicians.

Here 
the defect is iii I tin initial energy, and, 
besides improving the general arterial 
pressure, il would be advantageous to 
keep the feet much lower than the head 
ami shoulders. • I'os.sibly if the lady had 
been under medical •treatment she might 
have conserved her own comfort, pre- 
served the .-rffeeiion of her husband

and suv ed the notoriety of the divorce 
court.'* 

Viscosity 1 ' of the Blood. 

Speaking on the viscosity of the blood, 
Dr. Bafr said that.. it varied greatly and 
was no donb? the. great cause of resis- 
tance in the capillaries, while it had long 
been a disputed point whether the re- 
sistance to the arterial (low. and con- 
sequently to ihe heart, was situated in 
the capillaries or arteriole. 

••Sir W. H. Broadbent," he said, 
"even now throws the weight of his 
deservedly great nnine in fuvor of the re- 
sistance being iii the capillaries, and. in 
cases of vasomotor paralysis no doubt 
such is tlie case, lmt in ordinary cir- 
cumstances 1 agree with the majority 
that there is an earlier barrier to tlie 
outflow from the heart in the arterioles 
and small arteries which are governed 
by vasomotor nerves. This can be read- 
ily proven by ihe fuel that there is very 
little fall in the pressiire-gradient from 
the large to the 
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great variableness of the capillary pres- 
sure and velocity makes their intcrprtv 
tatlon often a mutter of some difficulty. 
Blood Runs Faster Up Hill. 

In speaking of the velocity in the 
veins, he said: , 
"The blood in the veins is one ot 
the very few things which runs more 
quickly up the hill than it does down 
it. The velocity depends on the vis a 
tergo and varies enormously; in the 
veins of tlie arm it is frequently live 
times greater when the arm is hang- 
ing than when it is horizontally at the 
level of the shoulder. The velocity is cal- 
culated by emptying a long piece or 
vein between two valves, anil then tun- 
ing with a stop watch the period it 
takes the blood to fill the empty vents. 
He then continued; 
"Tlie velocities of tlie blood in Ihe 
aorta and pulmonary artery vary con- 
siderably in different individuals, nnd 
in the same individual under different 
conditions, The velocity is directly as 
the cardiac energy nnd inversely ns 
the resistance to the outflow and the 
sectional area. The force of Ihe right 
ventricle is not a third of that of the 
left, but tlie resistance is also mil n 
third of that in the systemic vessels; 
the sectional area is only slightly 
greater, therefore the velocity in tile 
pulmonary artery is nearly equal lo 
that in Ihe aorta. 

"In my opinion physiologists place 
loo low an estimate on the Velocity of 
the blood iii the aorta, though no doubt 
their conclusions are based on many 
careful experiments, but experiments 
very difficult to carry out and very 
liable to great fallacies, ChavenU 
found that the relocity of the carotid 
artery of the horse reached . r >2(l mm. 
per second during systole, while at tlie 
time of the dicrotic wave the velocity 
sank to 220 mm. per 
diastole to 150 mm. per

"There is no more important subject 
in the whole domain of medicine, as 
after the age of 50, arterlo-sclerosls, 
directly or Indirectly, kills more people, 
than any other disease. 

Tons of Baleful Drugs, 

In discussing the use of drugs, lie 
said; 

"Tlie question of storage forms an 
Important element in prognosis, and for 
this reason aortic regurgitation occur- 
ring early In life from a rheumatic 
lesion when the aorta Is fnlrly health) 
is very much less serious than a simi- 
lar lesion arising secondary to degen- 
eration of the aorta. Well regulated 
doses of digitalis and squills often do 
an enormous amount of pood In this 
disease, notwithstanding the fact that 
many well .recognised authorities have 
entirely condemned the use of digitalis 
In aortic regurgitation, possibly be- 
cause they did not know how to use IL 
"While a combination of these drugs 
Increases the peripheral resistance — 
which Is an advantage If moderate on 
amount— they lesson the size of the 
ventricle, Increase the length nnd com- 
pleteness of contraction, diminish the 
residual blood, and thus lower the 
diastolic pressure In the ventricles.

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A new Infant Industry regarding 
■which there Is little popular Informa- 
tion but which has been , making great 
strides In development Is that of os 
trich farming. Official reports coming 
to Washington show that the unfortu- 
nate expedience of pioneer breeders, 
who had to pay heavllry for their lack 
of knowledge, has been avoided by 
those who hnve taken up the breeding 
in more recent years. On the llrst 
American ostrich farm, started twenty- 
three years ago, results were not en- 
couraging, and It has been found that 
more than half the number of ostriches 
in this country at present are the pro- 
geny of a single pair obtained to start 
a farm In .Arizona In 1891. That terri- 
tory has ever since been considered the 
best section of America for ostrich 
farming, although some experiments 
have been made in California, Arkan- 
sas and Florida. In the Salt River Val- 
ley of Arizona climatic conditions are 
favorable to the health of the birds, 
and this In turn improves the quality 
and yield of feathers, which Is the aim 
of the Industry. Nature has looked 
out for an all-the-year-round produc- 
tion of alfalfa there, so that one of the 
prime requisites In breeding, that of 
continuous green feed, Is thus readily 
met. 

It is doubtful if there Is any bird or 
animal which can be bred In the United 
States which will command a more 
'Taney'" price than the ostrich. Here- 
tofore this huge bird has been consid- 
ered valuable only for the feathers it 
produces. As these are a luxuily which 
can be enjoyed only by those with 
money to spare, and who demand the 
finest quality obtainable, the imported 
specimens have commanded the high- 
est price, and have forestalled the na- 
tive-grown plumes. In the last few 
tfears, however, with the steady In- 
crease In ostrich farming hi the far 
southwest, other uses have appeared. 
One of these is the use of ostrich eggs 
for making omelets and such culinary 
productions as usually require hens' 
eggs. It has been found that two and 
one-half dozen of the latter are re- 
quired to make as much omelet as a 
single ostrich egg. If people acquire 
the taste for such a diet It is a fact of 
some Importance to them to know that 
(in ostrich has been known to produce 
more than 300 eggs In a single year. 
Further than this, the flesh of the do- 
mestic ostrich is relished by those who 
have eaten it. so that the bird has come 
Into the same general class of food as 
poultry in addition to its primary and 
more important value as a producer of 
feathers. 

In the opinion of those engaged In 
ttto Industry these facts furnish all the 
nnswer needed as to the Invariable in- 
quiry as to whether ostrich farming 
Is profitable. One acre of alfalfa pro- 

■ duces sufficient forage to maintain four 
' full-grown birds and provide them with 
{ all the living space required. Each 
.; bird, yields annually one and a half 
j pounds of feathers which command an 
[ average price of S 30 and find a readt/ 
•' sale. This means a return of $120 for 
t the flock. In addition each will lay 
S from thirty-six to ninety eggs, avall- 
[ able either for incubation, if the owner 
' wishes to increase the number of his 
. "birds, or else providing egg food at the i 

rate of three and one-half pounds to j 

■ the shell. This egg product, averag- 
ing probably as high as 300 eggs a 
yeaj; or fully 1.000 pounds of egg food. 
Is a considerable item in the grower's 
first calculations. It Is only a prelim- 
inary source of profit, however, be- 
cause there still remains the value of 
the ostrich itself, and thus keeps on 
Increasing with every year of growth. 
It may be surprising to poultry rais- 
ers to learn that while their broods of 
spring chickens for a metropolitan 
market the ostrich chick six 
old commands a price of $100

Such a high valuation Is considered 
nil the more Interesting from the fact 
that the ostrich is able to take care of 
Itself, find Its own food If once liber- 
ated In an alfalfa pasture and give Its 
owner less trouble than almost nny 
other kind of animal In captivity In 
proportion to Its value. Pigs are able 
to take care of themselves and live .on 
next to nothing, but they possess only 
a food value. The ostrich, on the oth- 
er hand, lives for one decade after nn- 
other, all the while producing annual 
crops of feathers, eggs and progeny. 
There are no authentic data as to the 
extreme longevity of the. ostrich, but 
It has been claimed that they will live 
100 years. It Is entirely well authenti- 
cated that specimens have been kept 
In captivity for forty years and are 
still breeding and producing feathers. 
Then, too there Is a noteworthy consid- 
eration that It possesses exceptional 
hardiness and that few have been 
known to die except through accident 
In the quarter-century they have been 
bred In the United States. 

It Is a strange circumstance that with 
Its powerful moans of locomotion, as 
well as ability to iefend Itself from at- 
tack, the ostrich Is more easily scared 
than probably aril' other bird or ani- 
mal possessing even elementary pow- 
ers of self-protection. A 'lug or other 
small animal, Insignificant in compari- 
son to the great bulk of the ostrich, is 
likely to scare it so completely, as .to 
cause It to rush headlong Into a fence 
or some other obstruction which will 
malm it so'bndly as to require Its de- 
struction. This excessive timidity 
causes the breeders to adopt strategic 
measures when the time comes for 
plucking the valuable feathers for 
market. The birds are so timid that 
they will quail at being driven even 
from one field to another, unless some- 
one goes ahead of them. The p'lans 
usually adopted, therefore, is to have 
a man go ahead on foot, calling them 
as the farmer's wife does her chickens, 
and tolling them on with a little grain. 
Another man follows on horseback and 
between the confusion of being follow- 
ed and led there Is little trouble In 
leading the birds In whatever direction 
Is desired. vVhen the plucking time 
comes the ostriches are thus driven 
in from the pasture and placed In .a 
small pen surrounded by n piked board 
fence six feet high. At one place Is 
tho "plucking box" set In. the side of , 
the fence and with pollings only four ' 
feet high, the ostrich gets Into Its | 
empty head the entirely erroneous- no- 
tion, that the low fence offers theop- 
portunlty for escape and deliberately 
enters the trap.

: SPRINGFIELD'S MODEL 
? TECHNICAL SCHOOL 



Education and Industrial Efficiency 
is the title of a report by Albert H. 
Leako Inspector of technical education, 
that calls to mind the recent visit to 
a number of American Technical 
schools of a committee of the Toronto 
Bnnrd of Education, says the Toronto 
Mall and Empire. That a reorganiza- 
tion of our Technical School Is neces- 
sary has become thoroughly recognized, 
and in order to secure plans for new 
build'ings and Ideas for the extensions 
of the work of the schools a tour of 
sixteen Important Institutions on the 
other side of the line was undertaken. 
New York, Philadelphia, and Boston 
were visited, as well as several smaller 
places, but, according to Inspector 
Leako, the school which should serve 
as a model for Toronto was that 
found In Springfield, Mass. In view 
of this expert opinion some details of 
Springfield's Technical High School are 
Interesting. 

Small City, Fine Schools. 
The Model School Is now building, 
and will cost, when completed, $350,000, 
a large sum for a city to spend whose 
population is only 73,450. Springfield, 
however, Is generous to education, for 
one-third of Its taxes go for that pur- 
pose every year. The school was ori- 
ginally Intended for boys, but nov, 
provision Is made for girls. Estab- 1 
l'ished in 1 SOS. Its first enrolment was 
18; now It Is 225, and when the build- 
ing are complete about a thousand 
pupils can be accommodated. The 
site covers 30,000 square feet, and It. 1 
the main building there are 22 class; 
rooms, accomodating from 24 to 811 1 
pupils each. On top floor are eight ! 
rooms for physics and chemistry. Four 
large rooms on this floor are available 
for household science and other technl-

The only thing necessary for the 
hostess to do is to see that her ice-box 
contains a reasonable amount of sea- 
sonable fruit and vegetables, some eggs 
and some relishes. The menu will be 
made up after the party Inspects the 
refrigerator, and in about tlfteen min- 
utes from the time they start, a meal 
that would not only tempt' the dying 
Anchorite, but would bring him back 
to life again, may be spread on the 
table. No one la likely to want any- 
thing hot, but If there are any such, let 
them warm In the oven of the gas 
stove or In the chafing dish a package 
of Saratoga (.-hips, which will give the 
required warmth without heaviness. 

Corn Salad With Mayonnaise — Cut 
Cold boiled corn from the cob, carefully 
removing any shreds of silk that have 
lingered between the kernels. Line a 
salad bowl with white leaves from the 
heart of a lettuce head and then heap 
the corn In the centre. Tour the 
mayonnaise over the whole, being sure 
to have plenty of it. The toothsome- 
ness of corn as 'a salad Ingredient is 
just becoming known. It is much bet- 
ter eaten alone with a mayonnaise than 
mixed with other vegetables. 

.Recipe for Mayonnaise— Put a pinch 
of salt and a dash of pepper into a 
bowl after rubbing the bottom and 
sides of the bowl with a split clove of 
garlic; add the yolks of two eggs, half 
a pint of olive oil and a teaspoonful of 
vinegar. Take an egg-beater and stir 
them all up together briskly for about 
ten minutes; then pour the mixture 
over the salad. Lemon juice may be 
used instead of vinegar, if preferred, 
and half a cup of whipped cream may 
be added, but the combination of cream 
and vinegar Is not always easily di- 
gested. Some persons like to make 
mayonnaise by adding the oil to the 
eggs drop by drop, but this Is a tedious 
and laborious process, and the sauce Is 
just as good when made in the speedy 
way described. 

Mixed Vegetable Salad With French 
Dressing — First rub the salad bowl with 
a split clove of garlic; then pour In 
four tablespoonfuls of olive oil to one 
of Tarragon vinegnr and stir thoroug- 
ly with a silver folk. Next put In any 
vegetables you have In the house; you 
cannot have too many, but two will do. 
Sliced cucumbers, tomatoes, onions, as- 
paragus tips, parsley, peppergrass — all 
these are good and will blend harmon- 
iously with the dressing. When you 
mix the vegetables sprinkle with pep- 
per and salt, and celery salt. Edgj 
the dish with lettuce leaves. 

Cream Cheese and Nuts — Take a 
package of cream cheese and put in a 
lm\y] with several spoonfuls of prepar- 
ed 'salad dressing and mix thoroughly 
with a silver or wooden spoon. While 
one does this another can be chopping 
English walnut:: or pecans In a wooden 
bowl. When t lie nuts are ready, stir 
them Into the cheese and dressing. 
When all ingredients are well mixed 
spread the paste on square crisp crack- 
ers. 

Cream Cheese Willi Gooseberry 
Kauce — Fresh gooseberries. If they are 
ripe, form an excellent combination 
with cream cheese. If the gooseberries 
cannot be obtained, the green fruit 
must be stewed i lie day before. Antici- 
pating the .Sunday nighl picnic, the 
hostess may do this, in which case the 
fruil is sei on the table in a glass bowl. 
The cream cheese may be used just as 
it comes, or it can he mixed with a cup 
nf whipped cream lo make it go fur- 
ther and taste a little better. If de- 
sired, the cheese and cream so mixed 
may be placed mi a little mound In the 
centre nf ;i glass dish and the goose- 
berries poured around them. The 
combination is delicious and may lie 
eaten on or witli soda crackers. 

Hard Boiled lOggs and Cheese— Boil 



the eggs and then cool them by plac- 
ing in cold water. Cut in half length- 
wise and remove the yolks. Mix them 
In a bowl with a bit of cream cheese, 
some butter, a little mustard, pepper 
and salt. Stir thoroughly und then 
put them back into the whites, serve 
on a platter garnished with parsley or 
lettuce leaves. 

Hot Hard Boiled Eggs with Mayon- 
naise — Alter me eggs are -thoroughly 
done, open and cut lengthwise. - Place 
on a round dish, which should be edged 
with small lettuce leaves; Pour over 
the eggs the mayonnaise' described 
above. 

Cold Ham and Chicken — This is a 
combination of which Southern people 
are very fond. If there Is no cold 
sliced chicken in your icebox on Sun- 
day night, open a can and pick some 
good slices. Then take your cold boil- 
ed ham and cut Into small pieces. Place 
these alternately on a platter and gar- 
nish with parsley or green pepper In 
long thin slices. If preferred, the ham 
and chicken may be minced in a chop- 
ping bowl, seasoned with green pep- 
pers, and served by spreading on bread 
in sandwich form, or put In a bowl 
and covered with a salad dressing. 

Sponge Cake, Fruit and Whipped 
Cream — It does not matter for this 
whether the cake is fresh or stale. 
Either will do. Cut the cake with a 
sharp knife into slices and place In 
one large glass dish or In the Individual 
glass cups that are so popular and 
pretty. Pour a few drops of sherry 
over each piece of cake, Then put on 
a few spoons of fruit, slightly mashed 
with a silver spoon and sweetened to 
taste. Then add whipped cream to 
cover the whole. Do not sweeten the 
cream too much; llavor It with bitter 
almond. 

Mixed Berries— Red and black rasp- 
berries, having such a different flavor, 
are delightful when mixed. If some 
blackberries are put in the same dish 
with them, the combination gains in 
variety. Currants are also a piquant 
addition to the red and black raspber- 
ries. If you want something different 
from sugar and cream — and cream 
does not go well with currants— make a 
bowl of meringue, taking one table- 
spoon of sugar to the white of one egg 
and flavoring with vanilla. Serve this 
meringue uncooked in little glass 
dishes at each place, and each one can 
dip the currants or other fruit at will. 

Cantaloupe, Cream and Peaches — 
Take small cantaloupes and cut in half 
carefully removing all the seeds. Let 
one of the guests go to the nearest 
confectioner's for a quart of Ice cream. 
Fill the hollowed half of the melons 
with ice cream and lay slices of sweet- 
ened peaches on top. If more conven- 
ient, the melons may be filled • with 
whipped cream into which small pieces 
of peaches have beon stirred. Flavor 
this cream with bitter almond. 

Orange, Banana and Apple Combina- 
tion — Slice oranges, bananas and ap- 
ples alternately Into a glass bowl, 
sweetening witli powdered sugar, and 
adding a little chopped or shaved ice 
if desired. In another dish make a 
dressing of one part olive oil, two parts 
lemon juice and one part of sherry or 
rum. Stir well together and add a 
sprig of crushed mint to give flavor. 
When the dressing Is well mixed, pour 
over the fruit and place the mint on 
top. 

Fruit Punch. — Squeeze the juice of 
four lemons and two oranges Into a 
glass bowl "or pitcher. Add a small 
can of shredded pineapple and put in 
any berries that you wish. Add a gen- 
erous quantity of cracked Ice and su- 
gar to taste. A dash nf rum, a small 
amount of water and a siphon nf car- 
bonated water will complete a delicious 
drink. If served from a pitcher, put a 
generous bunch of mint on the top. 

Iced Tea and Coffee— The tea should 
he made fi^sli. but if there Is not suf- 
ficient time to make coffee anew, it can 
lie done early In the day. Pour the hot 
tea over Ice, add lemon juice and rind 
and Jamaica rum. if wished. Put the 
coffee, with a generous allowance of 
cream and pulverized sugar, into a 
glass jar with shaved ice; cover with 
shaker and shake for several minutes. 
This shaking makes it light, foamy and 
delicious.

Men habitually perform services that 
In America exclusively are given to 



women servants. The men chamber- 
maids that one meets in [he French 
lintels are among the strangest slghls 
m tin- Americans freshly gone abroad. 
Kill I lie j' perform their work quietly 
and without fuss, and would liud the 
idea that there is any special significance 
in their work the most peculiar of no- 
tions. 

One meets the man houspworUer ev- 
erywhere on the contlnenl and is glad 
lo ha v i his deft, careful, silent services. 
And there is nil sound reason for men 
tint sweeping and dusting, making beds, 
cleaning windows, fixing the lire, clean- 
ing the grate, arranging the furniture, 
while their line adaptability to the arts 
of cookery is amply attested by the 
princely salaries the heads of this pro- 
fession receive. 

A larger view of household work is 
being bred of late, partly through flic 
Americans seeing the work nf men ser- 
vants abroad, partly from the well rec- 
ognized superiority of Japanese and 
Chinese men servants, and partly from 
the extraordinary incapacity of the av- 
erage woman servant. 

Creamed Fish. 
Put into a pan a level tablespoonful 
of butter and llio same quantity of 
'lour. Mix all together until the butter 
is dissolved, and a quarter of a pint 
of milk pepper, salt and a pinch of 
uincc. Stir the sam-e with a wooden 
spoon till it leaves (he sides nf the pan; 
odd a teacupful of cooked fish cut into 
small squares. Toss lightly till quite 
hot, and serve nf once. 

To Clean Currants. 
Do mil attempt to wash more than n 
pound at a time. I mean, if you have 
several pounds to do put about that 
quantity in witter ul unci!, place the 
colander in a large pan of lint water, 
pour the currants into the colander, 
break up all the lumps witli your 
hands, and stir them about the water 
well, raising the colander now ami then. 
Pour off this dirty water, and add fresh 
warm water; rub tile currants between 
the palms, and rinse by lifting the col- 
•aiider up and down. Change the. water 



until it is no longer soiled, but only 
reddish from tho fruit then take the 
colander out of the water, press the cur- 
rants to get all the moisture you can 
from them, and, if you have others to 
do, throw these clean ones on a cloth 
to drain; if not press the currants be- 
tween a coarse cloth, then turn them 
Into a sieve — If you have It; If not, a 
flat dripping pan — and set them In a 
warm place to dry, over the register 
or behind a stove. When dry, let them 
cool; then rub ngaln In a cloth, which 
will remove many of the stems— all 
cannot, be removed. Now search them 
over carefully for stones. Taking a 
few at a time on the hand is the quick- 
est way. The water in which the cur- 
rants are washed must be warm, or It 
will not dissolve the sugar that holds 
the 'currants and dirt together, bin it 
must not be hot or It will take the 
flavor from the fruit. 

All Ambitions 

Have a growth. The climbing plant 
feels n support in its neighborhood, 
and puts out Its tendrils and clasps 
it and straightens Itself for further 
length of stem, Instead of idly wan- 
dering In the air. And ambitions are 
like the clasp of that tendril, the push 
of that sap Into higher light. 

The painter's and poet's ambition, 
even when it merely is the poor and 
personal desire to excel, Is better than 
sluggish content, for the effort opens 
a thousand avenues that may be fol- 
lowed up if one will. To be devoid of 
ambition is to sink. 

To have ambition and to exercise it 
Is to rise by so much, even a low ambi- 
tion being better In Its effect on char- 
acter than no ambition at nil. For the 
unworthy ambition merely is the de- 
sire of the unworthy nature; It Is, nev- 
ertheless, the desire to rise from a low 
estate to one that Is better and, there- 
fore, higher, and Is perhaps the first 
step of that poor nature In the path 
of true advancement. 

Aspiration seems to be the normal 
stale. The first cell must needs add 
another to Itself and become a finer 
thlng thnn the single cells swimming 
around in an unchanged condition. The 
mineral must needs disintegrate and 
become the vegetable, the vegetable 
In Its loftiest forms aspires to become 
the animal, so that scientists tell us of 
certain varieties that move and breathe 
and have their being after the manner 
of animals; there are certain of the 
orchids which if they do not aspire 
to be bees and butterflies, have all 
the appearance of such effort; and cer- 
tainly It Is to be hoped of man himself 
that he aspires to the plane of the 
angels. 

Left Over. 

Baked Bean Soup. — Take the cold 
beans left from Saturday's baking, put 
in a stewpan with one onion and three 
or four whole cloves, cover them with 
cold water, aid boil till soft, then 
press them through a strainer and re- 
turn to stove: season with salt and 
pepper to tnste. When about to serve 
have ready two or three hard boiled 
eggs, sliced, and a lemon, sliced thin; 
add when sending to the table. If one 
prefers a thinner soup omit lemon and 
eggs, using hot '.milk. Serve toast In 
small squares. 

Chicken In White Jelly.— One half 
cup of cream sauce, white meat left 
from cold roast or boiled chicken, one 
half teaspoonful gelatine. Cover the 
gelatine with cold water and let stand 
while you make a half cup of cream 
sauce, then add U to the sauce and 
stir until dissolved; add a few drops 
of onion Juice, strain, and when nearly 
cool pour it over the chicken, which 
has been cut Into neat pieces or sliced 
and well seasoned. Serve cold on a 
tender lettuce leaf or garnished with 
young celery. The lop sometimes may 
be sprinkled witli rolled toast crumbs 
and finely .chopped parsley before the 
jelly has firmed. The jelly also may 
be cut in thin slices and served with 
thin bread and butter. 

Bread Pudding. — Take three cups of 
stale breadcrumbs and one cup raisins, 
I four cups of milk, one cup of sugar, 

I flavor with vanilla, put Into pudding 
j pan, and bake from 30 to 40 minutes. 

Eggless Veal Loaf. — One pound of 
cold veal chopped line, one cup sweet 
milk, a good sized cup of cracker 
crumbs, season with salt and pepper 
and bake one hour in a slow oven.

Vatican to France 

Full Text of tho Notable Papal Encyclical 



London Times. 

Rome, Aug. 14.— The following is the 
text of the eusyclicul letter of the Pope 
to the' archbishops and bishops of 
France: 

"We are going to discharge today a 
very grave obligation of our office, an 
obligation ' which we assumed towards 
you when we announced after the pro- 
mulgation of the law creating a rupture 
between the French republic and the 
church, that we should indicate at a 
lifting time whit! if might stem to us 
ought to he done to defend and pre- 
serve the religion of your country. We 
have allowed yon to wait until today 
for the satisfaction of your desires, by 
reason not only of the importance of the 
great question, but also, and above all, 
by reason of the quite special charity 
which binds us to you and to all your 
interests because of flic unforgettable 
services rendered to the church by your 
nation. ' 

"Therefore, after having condemned, 
as was our duty, this iniquitous law, we 
have inquired with the greatest care 
whether the articles of the said law 
would leave us any means of organizing 
religious life in France in such a way 
as to protect from injury the sacred 
principles on which Holy church re- 
poses. To this end, it appeared good to 
us both to take the counsel of ihe as- 
sembled episcopate and to prescribe for 
your general assembly the points which 
ought to be the principal objects of your 
deliberations. Ami now, knowing your 
views us well as those of several car- 
dinals, and after having maturely re- 
liectcd and implored by the most fervent 
proyers the Father of Light, we see that 
we ought to confirm fully by our apos- 
tolic authority the almost unanimous 
decision of your assembly. 

"It is for this reason that, with re- 
ference to the religious associations us 
the law establishes them, we decree that 
it is absolutely impossible for them lo 
be admitted without a violation of tho 
sacred rights pertaining to the very life 
of the church. 

"Let us put aside, therefore, these as- 
sociations which the knowledge of our 
duty forbids us to approve. 

"It might appear opportune to exam- 
ine whether it is lawful to make trial 
in their place of some other sort of as- 
sociations at once, legal and canonical, 
and thus to preserve the Catholics of 
France from the grave complications 
which menace them. 

"Of it certainty nothing so engrosses 
and distresses us as these eventualities 
and would to Heaven that we had some 
hope of being aide, without infringing 
the rights of God, to make this essay, 
and thus to deliver our wcll-belovcd 
sons from the fear of such great trials. 

r'lltit as this hope fails us while Un- 
law remains what it is, we declare that 
it is not permissible to try lliis other 
kind of associations as long as it is nut 
established in a sure and legal manner 
that the divine constitution of the 
church, the immutable rights of the Ro- 
man Pontiff and of the bishops, and 
their authority over the necessary prop- 
erty of the church, particularly over the 
sacred edifices, shall he irrevocably 
vested in the said associations in fell se- 
curity. To desire the contrary is im- 
possible for us. It would be to betray 
the sanctity of our office without bring- 
ing peace to the church of France. . 

It remains, therefore, for you, vener- 
able brothers, to set yourselves to work 
to employ all means which Ihc law 
recognizes as within the rights of all 

citizens t -ganize religious worship. 

Ill a matter so important and so ard- 
uous you will never have to wait for 
our assistance. Absent in bully, we 
shall be with you in thought and in 
I heart. We shall aid you on every occa- 
sion with our counsel and with our 
authority. 
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id' the church will make against our 
present decree and our orders. They 
will endeavor to persuade the people 
that we have not hail the interests of the 
church of France solely in view; (but

"With referen.ee to the special charges 
against the church of having been more 
accommodating in a similar case outside 
Fiance, you should explain that the 
church has acted in this way because the 
situations were quite different, and. 
above all. because the divine attributes 
nf the hierarchy were. In a certain 
measure, safeguarded. If any state has 
separated from the church, while leav- 
ing to her the resource of the liberty 
common In all and the free disposal of 
her property, that slate has without 
doubt and nti more than one ground 
acted unjustly; but nevertheless it could 
not he said that it has created an ab- 
solutely intolerable situation for the 
church. Hut it is quite otherwise today 
in France. There the fabricators of this 
unjust law wished to make it a law. not 
of separation, hot of oppression. Thus 
they affirmed their desire for ponce ami 
promised an understanding; and they are 

now waging an at! (oils war against the 

religion of the country. They hurl the 
firebrands of the mosi violent discords | 
and thus incite 1 1 i « » citizens against each 
other, to the great detriment as every 
one sees, of the public welfare itself. 

"Assuredly they will tax their ingen- 
uity to throw the blame for this con- 
flict and for the evils resulting therefrom 
upon us. But whoever loyally exam- 
ines the fads of which we have spoken 
in tlie Encyclical 'Vehementcr Xos' will 
lie able to see whether we have de- 
served the. least reproach. We, who, 
after having patiently supported injus- 
tice upon injustice in our love for the 
proud French nation, finally find our- 
selves hound over to transgress the last 
holy limits of our apostolic duty, and \\v 
declare that we will not transgress 
them, or rather we ask whether the 



fault does not lie entirely with those 
who in hate of the apostolic name have 
goncy to such extremities. 

"Therefore, if they desire to show us 
their submission and their devotion, let 
the Catholic men of France struggle for 
the church in accordance with the di- 
rections we have already given them— - 
that is to say, with perseverance and 
energy, and yet without acting in a sedi- 
tious and violent manner. It is not by 
violence, hut by firmness, that, fortify- 
ing themselves in their good right as 
within the citadel, they will succeed in 
breaking the obstinacy of their enemies. 
Let them well understand, as we have 
said and as we repent, that their ef- 
forts will lie useless unless they unite 
in a perfect understanding for"' the de- 
fence of religion. As they now know our 
verdict? on the subject of this nefarious 
law, they should whole-heartedly con- 
form to it, and whatever the opinions 
of some or others of them may have 
been hitherto during the discussion of 
the question, we entreat all that no one 
vvliomosever on the pretext that his own 
way of seeing things is the best. What 
can' be done by concord of will and 
union of forces, let them learn from 
their adversaries, and just as the latter 
were able to impose on the nation the 
stigma of this criminal law, so our peo- 
ple will he able to eliminate and remove 
it. 

"In this hard trial of France, if all 
those who wish to defend with all their 
power the supreme interests of their 
country, work as they ought to do ill 
union among themselves, with their 
bishops and witli ourselves for the 
cause of religion far from despairing of 
the welfare of the church of France, it 
is to lie hoped on the contrary that that 
church will be restored lo her pristine 
prosperity and dignity. We in no way 
doubt that tile Catholic will fully com- 
ply wifli our directions, and conform 
with our desires. Also we shall ardent- 
ly seek to obtain for them by the inter- 
cession of Mary the Immaculate Vir- 
gin, the aid of the divine goodness. As a 
pledge of this celestial gift and in les- 
timony of our paternal benevolence, we 
grant with all our heart, the apostolic 
benediction lo you, venerable broihers, 
and to the whole French nation. 

"Given at Koine, at Si. Peter's, on 
August 10, the Feast of St. Lawrence 
the Martyr, in the year 1006, the 
fourth of our Pontificate. 

"Plt'S P.P.X." 
Reply to tho French Bishops. 

Rome, Aug. 14. — The Osservntore 
Romano publishes the reply of the 
French bishops to the pupal encyclical 
against the separation. This reply gives 
thanks to God that the bishops have 
been able to hold a plenary assembly 
while, for a century past, an unjust, 
contract refused them this right. It de- 
clares that the French bishops are un- 
animous on the questions of patriotism 
and faitli and that the will of the Holy 
Father will always be the last word oi 
their resolutions; The bishops thahk the 
Pope for having authorized them lo de- 
liberate on questions which Ins Holi- 
ness is able to settle alone. They, af- 
firm flint they sacrifice at once at his 
word the personal ideas which they 
might have expressed. The reply 
glorifies the encyclical as a monument 
of divine and human wisdom. If 
compares the situation of the faithful 
in France with that of the Hebrews 
returning to Jerusalem after a long 
captivity, and affirms the wish of the 
bishops to re-establish Jerusalem and 
Its temple on the invitation of the 
Pontiff at whatever sacrifice. 

It approves all the condemnations 
pronounced by the encyclical, and In- 
veighs against the criminal audacity 
of ti power which, wishing to tear up 
a contract concluded with the church, 
does so without putting Itself into 
communication witii the head of the 
Church, und also against the sacri- 
legious usurpation of ecclesiastical 
properties. In conclusion the reply 
affirms the fidelity of the Catholics nf 
France to their faith and their resolu- 
tion to obey the Holy Father. So soon, 
It says, as the French democracy sees 
things in their true light, it will rise 
as one body in the faith of Christ and 
the love of the Pope. "That Is why," 
it says, "we demand the right to pre- 
serve tor France all the privileges of 
her protectorate over Catholic Inter- 
ests in the Orient."

Below Wfi print :i narrutive of the 
deepest significance and of high histor- 
ical value, which will be read with keen 
and painful interest says the London 
Standard of recent date. It settles de- 
cisively and authoritatively the question 
whether Admiral Kojestvensky and the 
other commanders of the Baltic fleet as 
sociated with him in the Dogger bank 
outrage realized the true character of 
the vessels against which the huge guns 
of the fleet had been directed. 

The eve witness whose testimony is 
thus at last produced was the ongineer- 
In-chief to Admiral Rojestvensky's 
squadron— SI. Polltovsky. An engineer- 
in-chicf to the second Pacific squadron, 
51. PolitavBky sailed on the Knioz Suv- 
aroff with the Admiral from Libnu, tak- 
ing pa it in the whole memorable hapless 
voyage and meeting his death at the! bat- 
tle of the Sea of Japan, when the Suv- 
aroff was blown up. Throughout the 
cruise ho wrote home to hlfl wife a se- 
ries of letters -in diary form, describing 
life with the squadron, and the daily 
incidents and excitements of the ill- 
fated jourr.oy, >>!' which no other ac- 
count has yet been written. 

It is in these letters, wrilteti In order 
to keep his wife informed of his doings 
and of the fleet's progress, that M. Poli- 
tovsky makes some startling revela- 
tions, which seem to completely falsify 
certain evidence given in the Russian 
behalf before the International Commis- 
sion of Inquiry held at Paris in the be- 
ginning of 1005 to investigate the North 
Sea outrage, nnd to establish rlie 
sibility for it. These letters hn 
translated from th 
lish by Mr. J. H, 
and under the titl 

Tsu-shima," will shortly he published; it 
is from this work that we are enabled 
to print the extracts given below. 

Perhaps It mnv be well to recall the 
fact that August 14, 15)04, was the date 
when Admiral Rojestvonsky went on 
hoard the Suvaroff in the Kroustadt 
roadstead to assume command of th? 
Baltic llept. but that the squadron did 
not leave until a month later. There 
were innumerable false starts before it 
got out into tho North Sea on October 
:20th and fairly began its journey to- 
wards the Far East. Even in the ear- 
liest days afloat, however, nervous trep- 
idation, according to M. Politovsky's 
dinry. afflicted the fleet. Many minor 
misliaps occurred to different vessels, 
and there was a pervading dread of Jap- 
anese mines and torpedo boats in all the 
straits and narrow waters that had to 
be navigated before reaching the open. 
Our extracts from the diary begin to- 
wards the close of this period: — 
Fear of Japanese Mine. 

Oct. Hi, 1904. 
A night of danger imminent. All are 
to sleop fully dressed with guns all load- 
ed. We are entering a narrow strait. 
Fears are entertained of our ships strik- 
ing the Japanese mines laid in the strait. 
Probably, after all. there are no mine 
remembering, however, the presence for 
some time past of Japanese officers in 
Sweden, it behoves us to be on our 
guard. The strait, moreover, is admir- 
ably suited for torpedo-boat attacks nnd 
laving mines. When you receive this 
letter we shall be past these danger- 
ous parts, and there will be no occasion 
for you to be anxious, 'filings have gone 
badly with Kuropatkin. It is most dis- 
tressing. Will there never be an end to 
our misfortunes? 

4 p. m. 

We have passed the island of Horn- 
holm without touching at it. The 
northern coast, of Sw°don was visible. 
A large number of steamers pass us on 
the way We are moving with great 
caution. The fleet is divided into sev- 
eral squadrons, each advancing at a 
fixed distance from the other. Torpedo 
boat destroyers hover around each 
squadron; only let a steamer or Finnish 
fishing smack lie seen crossing our course 
or approaching i.s and a destroyer is im- 
mediately despatched to clear the way, 
i.e., to drive the stranger on one side. 

Oct. 17. 

Off Langeland are lying the Danish 
cruisers and destroyers which protected 
the place from the Japanese, who might 
otherwise have laid mines in our present 
anchorage. On each ship, even on the 
destroyers, there nre Danish pilots. As 
soon as we got on t of the Baltic Sea the 
danger arising from mines will be past. 

Oct. 18, 3 p. rn. 

Here we are at our first anchorage, 
ami what a mass of wreckage is all 
around us: The Swift was damaged,! 
havoc reigned on the Sissov Vcliky; the 
sloop on the Jemchug was smashed nnd 
the cutter sunk, and iliree Danish col 
liers sustained some injuries. The own 
ers of the vessels assessed their damages 
at 6,000 rubles. 

Accident to tho Orel. 

Oct. 10. 

Another mishap to the Orel. At the 
most critical moment, as we were steam- 
ing through the narrow strait, her rudder 
came to grief, and she had to anchor. 

The damage has not yel I n ascer- 

tained. Apparently she harbors one of 
those scoundrels who seize every oppor- 
tunity of damaging a battleship. We 
can only suppose it is one of the crew — 
a malcontent. 

Oct. 'JO. 

Great anxiety prevailed last mghl 
about the Orel, As I have already told 
you, she lagged behind, and ceased to 
answer signals, last being seen in a very 
dangerous place. Now she is at anchor 
with the other ships. There is a rumor 
that our next run will be for several 
days. We have no news whatever from 
the seal of war. The refrigerator on 
board the Sagacious is out of order, 
and she lias been ordered back to Li- 
ban. The Jemchng's cutter has sunk, 
and her sloop was damaged. The lat- 
ter, on being sent to the Kamschntkn 
today, and while being hoisted, was ac- 
cidentally dropped and wont down. 

Discipline Is very severe here. The 
Erinak failed to answer certain signals. 
Immediately a shell was fired across her 
stern. Needless to say, after this re- 
minder she moved more briskly. At ,'! !

At mid- 
night our leading ships signalled that 
they had sighted four suspicious look- 
ing destroyois without lights. We re- 
doubled our watchfulness. But the 
i»ight, I am thankful to say, passed 
without any mishap. At present thero 
Is a fog on t\he sea. Nothing around 
Is visible. Tine syrens, for which you 
entertain such affection, are Incessant- 
ly hooting. 

Destroyers Reported. 

9.00 p. m. 
A' telegram bus jus! lieen received 
by wireless telegraphy that destroyers 
have attacked ttue Kamschatka, which 
has been lagging behind. I am oft to 
ascertain details. 

io.no P , m . 

The Kamschatka announces that she 
Is being attacked on all sides by eight 
destroyers. 

Oct. 22, Night. 
The Kamschatka wants to know the 
position of the Heel. She says that she 
has altered her course, anil that the 
destroyers have desisted from their 
attack. The Japanese arc, however, 
thought to he the real authors of the 
Inquiry concerning the position of the 
fleet.

In 
that Interval of four years there was a 
controversy In congress nnd among 
financiers over the subject of a settle- 
ment of the Pacific Railroad's debts to 
the government, amounting to about 
$70,000,000. The financiers seeking to 
resume control of the Union Pacific 
road wanted the debts scaled down, 
while the extremists, In congress de- 
sired to have the government take 
possession of the properties and oper- 
nte them. A compromise was finally 
reached, the government's loan to the 
company was fully secured, and a re- 
organization was effected in 1S97 which 
put the system under the control of 
the present Union Pacific Company. 



Although in the ordinary course of life 
there are few, if any, countries where so 
little displuy of uniforms or ceremonial 
dress is seen' us in England, yet on the 
occasion of a royal function or a'state 
ceremonial there is a rich magnificence 
surpassed nowhere.

For nearly a decade the position of 
Lord Strnthcona lias been regarded as 
a kind of sacro-sauctity, which only the 
decrees of nature could dissolve.
